Russiems Fight Gallantly. 

‘The current accounts of the Port Arthur 
sortie are conflicting and there is some doubt 
as to whether the version mentioning the 
train is correct. But the operation is de- 
scribed as having been brilliantly carried out 
dy the Russians. 

Gen. Stoessel, it is said, made a new distri- 
bution of his guns before hand, in order to 
cover the force taking part in the sortie. 

The Russian troops fought with the great- 
est bravery, breaking the Japanese line and 
ériving back the enemy for a considerable 


distance. 
Story of Kinchou Battle: 

The general staff has received a message 
from Gen. Stoessel giving his account of the 
fight north of Kinchou on Monday last. 
Three Russian regiments were attacked by 
two Japanese divisions with four batteries 
of artillery. The Russians lost 160 in killed 
or wounded, including an officer killed and 
Brig. Gen. Nadein slightly wounded. 

The Japanese losses are not Known, but it 
is believed they were heavy. The enemy's 
advance on Kinchou was arrested. 

The general staff ascertains that this at- 
tack on the Russian troops was arranged to 
take place simultaneously with a landing 
of Japanese troops in Kerr bay, which was 

-unsuccessful owing to a number of Russian 
mines there. The general staff expects to 


“hear of another studborn fight at Kinchou. 


The landing of a Japanese force to flank 
Kinchou will be exceedingly difficult and the 
waters of Talienwan bay are too shallow to 
‘permit a debarkation of troops. 


Moves of the Jap Armies. 

The general staff has received from Lieut. 
Sakharoff the following dispatch under date 
of today: | 

* During the last few days our cavalry 
has discovered movements of Japanese de- 


“tachments on the Liaoyang main road. 


northeast of Fehgwangcheng, towards Cha- 
nintsa and beyond. Altogether more than 
a regiment has passed in this direction with 
‘artillery. On the main road from -Liaoyang 
to Salinjan are a battalion of infantry and 
a regiment pf cavalry, their advance guards 
being in the pass of Changsalin. 
“To the northwest Japanese patrols have 
penetrated as far as the village of Chinchin- 
sa, thirty miles distant from Fengwang- 
cheng.

Only Small Detachments. 

“A detachment of Japanese consisting of 
two squadrons of horse and three companies 
of infantry appeared in the village of Zu- 
diaputse, in the vallcy of the Lagogoukho, 
eleven miles northeast of Saliszaipudza, and 
a squadron of Japanese cavalry advanced 
from Siaskwankhe by the high road towards 


 Saliszaipudza. 


“Reconnoissances by our infantry and 
cavalry show that Japanese guards and cav- 
airy are operating in the valley of the 
Logogoukho and along the Fengwangcheng 
road. 

“There are no Japanese along the banks 
of the lower Tayanho.” 


No Japs in Northwest. 

The general staff says the whole region 
northwest of Fengwangcheng is clear of Jap- 
anese, and that reinforcements are daily ar- 
riving at Liaoyang. 

The statement from Newchwang that 

there is telegraphic communication between 
that town and Port Arthur is not believed by 
the general staff to be correct. All messages 
from Port Arthur are brought north by 
runner. 

It is learned on high authority that the 
orders of Vice Admiral Skrydloff required 
him to report to Viceroy Alexieff, and little 
surprise is expressed, In view of the relations 
between the two officials, at the fact that the 
instructions of the latter prevented Admiral 
Skrydioff from following out the plans he 
had determined upon. 


JAPS MAY HOLD KAICHAU. 

TOKIO, May 21.—Although it has not been 
officially reported, it is said on good author- 
ity that the Japanese forces have captured 
Kaichau, driving the Russians back to Tashi- 
chia, in the direction of Newchwang, and 
preventing the advance of the Russian 
troops at Newchwang in the direction of 
Kaichau. 

The bombardment. by the Japanese of the 
vicinity of Kaichau recently was probably 
in preparation for the landing of forces in 
the northwest corner of the Liaotung penin- 
sula for the purpose of capturing New- 
chwang and codperating with the qther 
armies in the march on Liaoyang. 

Probably a small Japanese force has been 
landed at Kinchou Bay. 

Takushan, where Japanese forces were 
landed May 19, is at the mouth of Dayan 
river, west of the Yalu. 


May Be a Japanese Ruse. 

NEWCHWANG, Friday, May 20.—[De- 
layed.J]—The officials have not received any 
further information regarding the fighting 
which resulted in the retreat of the Japanese 
on Fengwangcheng, but there is good au- 
thority for saying that the Japanese move- 
ments in the direction of Liaoyang and Hai- 
cheng were for the purpose of causing the 
Russians in this vicinity to move northward, 
thus giving the Japanese an opportunity to 
complete their preparations to capture Port 
Arthur. 


EPIDEMIC IN MIKADO’S ARMY. 


Russians Claim That Japanese Soldiers 
Are Suffering Terribly from Beri- 
Beri, Due to Bad Rice. 


LIAOYANG, Friday, May 20.—[Delayed.]—

CRUISER AGROUND 


Warship Bogatyr, Fast on 
Rocks, Blown Up to Pre- 
yent Capture. 


WAS A MODERN VESSEL. 


Loss Will Be a Severe Blow to 
the Czar’s Squadron at 
Vladivostok. 


LONDON, May 21.—A dispatc. to the St. 
James Gazette from Kobe, Japan, dated to- 
day, after confirming the report of the 
stranding of ‘the Russian protected cruiser 
Bogatyr on the rocks near the entrance to 
Viadivostok, adds that the Bo-atyr subse- 
quently was blown up by the Russians to 
prevent it falling into the hands of the 
Japanese. 

Reports from 8t. tersburg now admit 
that the cruiser Bogatyr is fast on the rocks 
near Viadivostok, but deny that it has been 
blown up. 

Was a Modern Cruiser. 
‘ The Bogatyr, which, according to the Kobe 
correspondent of the St. James’ Gazettc, 
has been destroyed, was a fine modern 
cruiser of 6,750 tons displacement and 20,500 
normal horsepower. It was built at the 
-Vulcan works, Stettin, Germany, was com- 
pleted in 1902. was 416% feet long, had 544% 
feet beam, and drew 20% feet of water. The 


J armament of the Bogatyr consisted of tweive 


6 inch guns, twelve 3 inch guns. six 1.8 inch 
guns, two 1.4 inch guns, and two smaller 
rapid fire guns. 
the armored deck was two inches thick, and 
it had five inches of nickel steel armor over 
the gun positions. The speed of the Boga- 
tyr was estimated to be twenty-three knots. 


Not Blown Up, Says Russia. 


8ST. PETERSBURG, May 21.-—In spite of 
the continued denials from the admiralty 
here, reports emanating from Russian 
sources are persistently circulating that the 
Russian protected cruiser Bogatyr is on the 
rocks near Vladivostok. The exact position 
of the cruiser is not revealed and Rear Ad- 
miral Jessen, according to the reports, is 
making determined efforts to save the war- 
ship with what is considered to be a good 
chance of success. 


Russian Cruiser Orel Damaged. 

Reports, which lack confirmation, are in 
circulation here that the Russian cruiser 
Orel while on its way to Cronstadt to receive 
its armament sustained damages which ren- 
dered it difficult to keep it afloat. The Orel, 
which is a new vessel. went aground in the 
Neva recently, but was refloated. 


CZAR’S LONG JOURNEY ENDED. 


Emperor Receives Notable Welcome 
Upon His Arrival at Moscow to 
Pray in the Kremlin. 


MOSCOW, May 21.—The emperor's 2,000 
mile journey through south’ Russia ended 
here this afternoon with a review of several 
sapper and engineer battalions in the court- 
yard of the Nicholas station and a hurried 
visit to the shrine of the Iberian Virgin and 
the church in the Kremlin, where he was 
crowned. 

The emperor was met here with the same 
patriotic demonstration~ that have marked 
the whole progress of his trip.’ He seemed 
to be in high spirits. Since he left St. Peters- 
burg a week ago the news from the front 
has been reassuring. Gen. Kouropatkin 
evidently believes that the’turning point of 
the campaign is close at hand, the wide ter- 
ritory over which the enemy is operating and 

is own concentration giving him a distinct 
advantac?. 

Has No Military Guard. 

The emperor's trip through the ancient 
capital was almost in the nature of a tri- 
umphal procession. The stmeets were gayly 
decorated and the sidewalks were crowded 


‘with people, whose acclamations almost 


drowned the clangor of the bells of Moscow's 
300 churches. No escort of troops accom- 
panied the emperor, who sat in an open 
carriage. 

The emperor was driven up the hill, pass- 
ing the Mud City into the White City through 
the Red gate and thence along the Miasnit- 
skaia, the high turreted wall of which in- 
closes the Tartar city. Instead of entering 
the latter through the Vladimir portal, how- 
ever, the czar’s carriage swung around to the 
right of the Yellow Iberian gate, where 
stands the little chapel of Our Lady, where 
the emperor must always go to pray before 
entering the Kfemlin. 

His majesty remained there three and one- 
half minutes before the miracle working 
image of the Virgin, whose right cheek shows 
the mark of the Tartar sword, while outside 
20,000 to 30,000 persons within sight of the 
entrance continually crossed themselves. 


Prays in the Kremlin. 

His majesty then passed on to the church 
of Basil, the blessed, called the most beauti- 
ful church in the world, where Napoleon 
stabled his horses, and sto the gate of our 
Savior. 

Inside the Kremlin ‘were*‘no troops except 
the regular sentinels of the grenadier corps. 
His majesty did not visit the.imperial pal- 
ace, but drove rapidly to the Church of the 
Adbumption. After a Te Deum had been sung 
the emperor knelt, amid incense burning cen- 
sefs, prayed for victory for the Russian 
arms, and received the blessing of the met- 
ropolitan. Then he arose and moved rever- 
ently forward and kissed the imagine of the 
Virgin which Viadimir brought to Moscow 


Timour and the golden horde. 

The imperial party then returned to the 
station, departing at 7 o’clock for Tsarkoe- 
selo, where his majesty tomorrow will review 
the Chevalier guards, upon the occasion of 
the celebration of the two hundredth anni- 
versary of its organization. 


FILIPINO HELD AS A JAP SPY. 


One of Four Men Arrested at Cronstadt, 
Near St. Petersburg, Claims Pro- 
tection of American Flag. 


ST. PETERSURB, May 1.—The four 
Lascars recently arrested at Cronstadt on 
British and German steamers on suspicion 
of being Japanese spies are being detained 
at St. Petersburg until theirghips are ready 
to leave, when they will be released.

COREAN TROOPSINBAT TLE 


COSSACEKS DRIVEN AWAY AFTER 
ATTACK ON NORTHERN TOWN. 


Russian Cavalry Attempt to Capture 
Kankow, and After a Fight of Two 
Hours Are Compelled to Withdraw 
~—Main Force Believed to_Consist of 
3,000 Men—Japanese Garrison at 
Gensan Not Alarmed, but Is Pre- 
pared for an'Assault. 


SEOUL, May 21.—The Japanese consul at 
Gensan reports that the first collision be- 
tween Russian and Corean troops has taken 
place at Kankow (Hamheung), the recent 
center of the northern Tonghak disturb- 
ances, in which the Coreans were robbed 
and maltreated. 

Cossacks attacked the so-called city castle 
at 7 o'clock in the evening of May 19, and ex- 
cRanged shots for two hours with the Corean 
garrison of 300 men, who lost one man killed. 

The Russians are supposed to have retired 
toward the northwest. Natives report that 
several of the Russians were wounded. 


3,000 Russian Troops Near. 

There is believed to be a body of 3,000 Rus- 
sian troops north of Kankow. 

There ts no telegraphic communication 
north of Gensan. The consul there believes 
that part of the force which recently at- 
tacked Anju is retreating from Ninyeng. It 
is considered possible that the Cossacks have 
had a base at Kyongsong for weeks past. 


No Alarm at Gensan. 

The Gensan garrison, which consists ofa 
battalion of infantry, will not take the 
initiative, but will await an attack, which 
is not expected. 

The Japanese authorities here are inclined 
to ridicule the Russian movements on the 
ea-t coast and wish for the advance of a 
larger column, making it worth while to cut 
it off. The only sufferers, it is pointed out, 
are the Coreans. 


JAP FLEET AT PORT ARTHUR. 


Forts Open Fire on Torpedo Boat Flotilla, 
but Togo Says No Damage 
Was Done. 


LONDON, May 21.—A dispatch to the Jap- 
anese legation from Tokio says Vice Admiral 
Togo has reported today as follows: ‘** The 
gunboat squadron and the torpedo boat de- 
stroyers and torpedo boat flotillas approached 
Port Arthur yesterday for the purpose of 
reconnoitering, which was successfully ef- 
fected with little damage, in spite of a hot 
cross fire from the forts. There were no 
casualties on our side.” 


Russians Claim All Crédit. 


ST! PETERSBURG, May 21, 5:55 p. m.— 
Details of Rear Admiral Wittsoeft’s mail 
dispatch to Viceroy Alexieff (transmitted 
by telegraph yesterday to High Admiral 
Grand Duke Alexis), which were not made 
public, establish the fact that mines planted 
by the Russian torpedo boats were respon- 
sible for the destruction of the Hatsuse and 
the damage sustained by the other battleship 
of the Fyji type off Port Arthur. 

It is said that no submarine boats were 
sent out of Port Arthur. The suppression 
of the statement regarding the mines was 
due to the fact that it explained where they 
were located. A number of unexploded 
mines lie in the same vicinity, and it is not 
deemed wise to describe their position. Each 
mine contained seventy-four pounds of gun 
cotton. 

Insist Ship Was Lost. 

The admiralty thinks it highly probable 
that that it was a battleship of the Fujitype 
which struck a inine, but that it kept afloat 
and was eventually lost, as a heavy gale 
was blowing. In any event, it is said that at 
least two months in doc* will be required to 
repair the damage done to the vessel re- 
ferred to. 

Satisfaction is expressed at the excellent 
condition of all the torpedo boat destroyers, 
as shown by the report that sixteen of these 
boats went out in the attempt to destroy 
other Japanese ships. 


Harbor Entrance Is 

The haste with which the Russian pro- 
tected cruiser Novik put to sea to support 
the smaller craft is pointed to by the au- 
thorities as showing that not only is the 
harbor entrance clear but that Admiral 
Wittsoeft is_convinced that he has taken up 
all the mines laid-by the Japanese. A re- 
port from Wittsoeft some days ago an- 
nounced that he had exploded three Japanese 
mines. 


JAP VICTORY NEAR TAKUSHAN. 


Troops Landed West of the Yalu Defeat 
Squadron of Russian Cavalry 
in Sharp Action. 


TOKIO, May 21.—The Japanese forces 
which landed at Takushan on Thursday sur- 
rounded a force of Russian cavalry at 7 
o'clock Friday evening, in the neighborhood 
of Wangchitung, seven miles north of Taku- 
shan. The Russian force, which consisted of

“PIGHTING BOB” EVANS TALKS OF 
FAR EAST CRISIS. 

Rear Admiral Returns to United States 

on the Battleship Kentucky After a 


Record Breaking Cruise Around the’ 


w orld—Declares if the Chinese Take 

“Up Arms with the Japs Russia Will 
Attack Pekin and a General Euro- 
pean War Will Follow. 


New York, May 21.—[Special.]—Rear Ad- 


r miral Evans, who has been on a cruise in 


the far east, retufned to this country today 
on the battleship Kentucky after a record 
breaking trip around the world. Perhaps 
the fact that he had been at sea and did not 
know of the strict neutrality order of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt accounted for the frank talk 
the admiral gave on the war between Rus- 
sia and Japan. He was asked: 

*‘Is there any danger of the Chinese tak- 
ing up arms im aid of the Japanese?” 

“It is.thé most probable and at the same 
time the most terrible thing I can think of,” 
he replied. ‘“‘ Just that. Thereisa feeling of 
unrest among all classes. It would need but 
little to make those people rise up against the 
Russians. 


Would Mean European War. 

“If that should occur Russia at once would 
march an army down into Pekin, which 
would probably mean the beginning of a 
great European war. It is to the best inter- 
ests of the world to confine the fighting to the 
two nations involved. For the present, at 
least, it is a toss of a coin which is on top. 
But if the Chinese made a move it would 
draw at least three other nations into the 
war. Nobody then could predict the out- 
come.,”' 

Regarding the recent discussion in con- 
gress against building big battleships soon 
after the sinking of the Petropavlovsk, Rear 
Admiral Evans said: 

“I do not think the building of vessels of 
that class should ever be stopped. It is all 
right to build smaller craft—they have their 
uses—but the real naval strength of a nation 
is reckoned according to the number of 
battleships it has. 

** Since the sinking of the Japanese battle- 
ship and cruiser things seem to be about 
even. Each nation has lost a first class ves- 
sel. At‘the beginning of the war the fleets 
were about even.” 


Not Seriously Damaged. 

“ But the Russians are said to have lost 
two other battleships," somebody remarked. 

“Don't feel a bit afraid on that point,” 
said the admiral. ‘I am willing te guaran- 
tee that the vessels which are said to have 
been badly damaged are not yet out of com- 
mission. It may be the Retvizan went on the 
rocks, as well as the Czarevitch, but they 
are not any more damaged than the break- 
ing of a few plates, damage that easily can 
be repaired. 

‘But now, with the fleets evened up, I be- 
lieve the Japanese are still masters of the 
situation. They know the ground better and 
they are more active. On landI expect them 
to go right on winning. I think in a short 
time they will be masters practically of all 
Manchuria.” 

Rear Admiral Evans said he hoped to be 
appointed head of the lighthouse board in 
the near future. 


Kentucky a Record Breaker. 


The battleship Kentucky anchored off 
Tompkinsville today, having made the 
world’s record run for a warship from Hong- 
kong and Madeira to New York. The total 
distance steamed was 12,699 miles from 
Hongkong, at an average speed of 12.7 knots. 
The last run of 2,900 miles from Madeira to 
New York was made at an average speed of 
13.8 knots. The whole. distance was made 
under natural draft. 

The Kentucky left Manila on March 13, 
docked at Hongkong on March 15, and sailed 
for home on March 29. It reached Colombo, 
Ceylon, on April 8, and left on April 11, ar- 
riving at Port Said, Egypt, April 23. It left 
Port Said two days later and reached Naples 
on April 29. At Suez word was received of 
the accident to the battleship Missouri off 
Pensacola, and $700 was raised by the Ken- 
tucky’s crew for the benefit of the families 
of the men killed. : 


YALE PROFESSORS AROUSED. 


They Organize a Vigilance Committee 
to Run Down Roughs Who At- 
tack Women. 


New Haven, Conn., May 21.—[Special, }— 
The young woman who was assaulted by a 
negro in. Whitney avenue Thursday night 
was Miss Emma Richards, daughter of Prof. 
Charles B. Richards of the Yale Sheffieid 
sicentific school. Her head was badly gashed 
by a blow from a blunt weapon, and her 
mouth was so badly cut the teeth protruded 
through her lips. She is about 35 years old 
and has been teaching in a private school. 
She is completely prostrated. 

This is the second serious assault in the 
Whitney avenue region within a month. The 
Yale professors in that vicinity have formed 
a vigilinace committee to run down the 
roughs who are responsible for the assaults. 

Miss Augusta Peterson, a servant in the 
employ of Prof. Yandell Henderson, was the 
victim of the first assault. Her skull was 


ferred at length with the papal secretary 
of state, Cardinal Merry del Val, who re- 
peated to him what he had said to M.

King Victor Emmanuel proposed to render 
possible an interview between the president 
and the pope by sending to all the other pow- 
ers a note stating that such deviation from 
the general rule must not be taken as an 
abandonment of the prohibition against 
Catholic rulers visiting Rome, explaining 
that the prohibition did not apply to presi- 
dents of republics, who are elective rulers 
and are obliged to follow the deeisions of 
their parliaments. This proposition, it is 
said, was accepted as favorable by M. Nis- 
ard.

It is observed With amaze- 
ment that the document is scarcely worded 
with the courtesy which states use In inter- 
national dealings. France particularly re- 
sents the fact that the version which first 
became public contained the following words, 
which are not included in the copy deliv- 
ered at the Quai d'Orsay. “If, in spite of 
all, the papal nuncio remains in Paris, it is 
solely on account of grave motives of an al- 
together special character.” 


History of the Quarrel. 

The present quarrel between the govern- 
meént of France and the vatican dates from 
the republican-socialist coalition which in 
June, 1899, placed the Waldeck-Rousseau 
ministry in power. That coalition still ex- 
ists under the ministry of Fremier Combes. 

When Waldeck-Rousseau became premier 
of France in 1899, the militant orders of the 
Roman Catholic clergy, including the Jesuits 
and the Assumptionists, were believed to 
have been conspiring with the royalists, 
Bonapartists, against the republic. The so- 
cialists and republicans, who were in power, 
demanded legislation to curb the secretly 
growing power of the clergy. Waldeck-Rous- 
seau, in the face of the protests of Pope Leo, 
framed the now famous “law of associa- 
tions." The bill became a law on July 1, 1901, 


Not Aimed at Clergy. 


The association's bill was in no way di- 
rected against the parish clergy. They were 
left undisturbed. The persons aimed at were 
the members of religicus corporations, aux- 
iliary associations of the church and respon- 
sible only to the pope.. Headed by the Jesu- 
its, the Dominicans, the Assumptionists, and 
the Passionists, these societies, with their 
enormous membership and wealth, had for 
their objects nothing connected with Frencn 
national aims. 

These associations, under the Waldeck- 
Rousseau law, were required to report to the 
French government their rules, names of 
their officers and members, and their places 
of meeting. If they failed to do so within six 
months their association Was to be dissolved 
and their property confiscated. 

The law further prohibited the religious 
associations from conducting private schools 
unless authorized to do so. 


Catholics Resist the Law. 


The law of association naturally provoked 
strenuous opposition from the vatican. and 
under instructions from Rome the Catholic 
bishops in France resisted its enforcement. 
Only a few of the religious associations ap- 
plied for authorizations which would permit 
them to exist. There were in France when 
the law went into effect on July 1, 1901. 16.468 
religious associations. Of this number 
11,327 refused to obey the law. 

The law was vigorously enforced and the 
Roman Catholic orders were compelled to 
leave France. The Assumptionists, Jesuits, 
and Passionists placed their property .out- 
side of French jurisdiction, and sought 
homes in England, the United States, and 
elsewhere. The Carmelites and Benedic- 
tine nuns found a refuge in England, Switz- 
erland, Spain, and Italy. The Jesuits sent 
their novices to Holland, and themselves 
went to Jersey, Syria, Egypt, and other 
countries. Belgium received a great num- 
ber of refugees. 


Thousands of Schools Closed. 


M. Combes, who succeeded Waldeck-Rous- 
seav', enforced the law as vigorously. Al! 
religious schools which refused to recognize 
the laws of France were closed. Six thou- 
sand monastic schools had refused to apply 
for authorization, Combes closed 4,900 of 
them, leaving 1,110 unmolested because he 
was convinced they were acting in good 
faith. 

The Catholics resisted the government so 
strenuously that frequently troops had to 
be called upon to close some of the schools. 
Priests headed the resistance to the law. 
School buildings were barricaded, state om- 
cials were assaulted. and the mobs led by 
priests threw filth and burning oil soaked 
faggots at the soldiers who enforced the 
law. 

A majority of the people of France uphold 
the government for its war upon the relj- 
gious associations. A large majority in par- 
Hameént is anti-clerical) Several times ef. 
forts ‘have been made in the chamber of 
deputies to abolish the concordat, or treaty, 
between France and the vatican. So far 
every attempt has been blocked by the 
Combes ministry, which does not wish to 
come to so open a warfare with the vatican 


as the abrogation of the concordat would

POISONS IN FOOD, 


CHEMIST’S DRUG SQUADRON 
SHOWS ILL EFFECTS OF DIE‘. 


Prof. Wiley of Agricultural Depart- 
ment at Washington Indicates That 
Results of Experiments Show That 
Some of Preservatives Used in Ed- 
ible Products Are Deadly, Causing 
Inflammation of Digestive Organs— 
Return to Undoctored Dishes. 

Washington, D. C., May 21.—[Special.}— 
Prof. Wiley’s “‘ poison squadron ” of twelve 
young men, who for several months have 
been eating food in which has been placed 
salicylic, sulphuric, or benzoic acid poisons, 
today resumed the consumption of food 
which had ndt been doctored. For several 
months Prof. Wiley, chemist of the agricul- 
tural department, has been conducting ex- 
periments to determine what effect pre- 
servatives used in foods and beverages have 
upon the human system. 

All of the young men show ill effects from 
eating the drugs used as preservatives. One 
or two of the men are on the verge of a 
breakdown, but the identity of members of 
the “ poison squad”’ is concealed. The re- 
sults of the experiments show some of the 
preservatives are deadly, causing inflamma- 
tion of the digestive organs. This experi- 
ment tends to explain away the poison mys- 
terles following the eating of canned goods. 


. Reports to Be Published. 

Results of these experiments will be made 
public in a short time, but pending the pub- 
lication of the report by Secretary Wilson 
Prof. Wiley will not discuss the subject. All 
the food was prepared in the most appetiz- 
ing and hygienic fashion. At first poison 
was put into the food without the squad 
knowing which dish was doctored. The ef- 
fect upon the mind of the squad whose 
stomachs finally began to rebel at the best 
of food. even that unpoisoned, caused a 
change in the method and the poison was. 
administered in capsules. The torture of 
several of the “ martyrs’ was temporarily 
suspended. 

Show Effects of Test. 

All through the experiments the men were 
watched. They were examined three times 
a day. When their health began to break 
there was a brief release from the poison 
diet. Today the men are thinner than usual 
and all show the effects of the strain.

Portland, Ore.. May 21.—[Special.]—“T 
swam the Bag Bag in Luzon April 26, 1899,"" 
said Gen. Funston this afternoon in response 
to a TRIBUNE correspondent’s query.

Neither Roosevelt nor Parker has any civil 
war record, and Senator Daniel therefore be- 
lieves he ought to sacrifice his own political 
fortunes for the sake of putting into the sec- 
ond place on the ticket some man who wiil 
have actual vote getting ability in the sup- 
posed doubtful states of New York, New Jer- 
sey, Connecticut, Delaware, Indigna, IIili- 
nois, and Nebraska. 

Other flemocrats here think it is a good 
scheme to put a southern man on the ticket 
with Parker, but they are inclined to take 
the ground that the candidate for vice presi- 
dent should be some one young enough not 
to have a civil war record. They do not be- 
lieve the northern democrats would object 
to any southern man who has practically 
grown up since the war. It is on this basis 
that Virginia may present Braxton’s name 
after all, or may coincide with what seems to 
be a stronger current in favor of the selec- 
tion of Clark Howell, the brilMdant Atlanta 


editor.

STEAL $2,200 IN CONVENT 


BURGLARS BY DAY ROB HOUSE OF 
' THE POOR HANDMAIDS. 


Work While Sisters Are at Luncheon, 
Securing $1,000 in Cash and $1,200 
in Checks from Safe, Left Unlocked 
—Supposed to Have Secured Employ- 
ment in St. Elizabeth’s Hospital in 
‘Order to Become Familiar with the 

_ Place—Second Looting in 8 Months. 


While the Poor Handmaids of Jesus Christ 
were at luncheon yesterday afternoon in 
their convent, connected with St. Elizabeth's 
hospital, North Claremont avenue and Le 
Moyne street, burglars broke into the office 
of the convent and looted the safe of $1,200 
in certified checks, $1,000 in cash, a gold 
watch belonging twyone of the sisters, and 
many other articles of value deposited by 
hospital patients. . 


Robbery Second in Eight Months. 

The robbery is the second at the institution 
in eight months, and the police believe it to 
be the work of professional theives who 
laid their plans after ingratiating them- 
selves with the sisters, working upon their 
sympathies, and obtaining employment at 
the hospital. All last night detectives were 
at the hospital and convent in a vain search 
for clews. 

The room which was entered-is on the 
first floor of the convent section, and situ- 
ated so it cannot be distinguished from 
any other except by one familiar with the 
interior arrangement of the convent and 
the habits of the sisters. The door is un- 
marked, but’ at all times is kept doubly 
locked. Inside is a large safe in which are 
kept such funds as are necessary for the 
immediate use of the sisters in their conduct 
of the hospital. It also is used as a repos- 
itory for the personal belongings of patients. 


Open Door with Screwdriver. 
Entrance to the room was gained by means 
of a large screwdriver, which was left be- 
hind by the burglars after it had been used 
to pry open the door. The safe had been 
left unlocked. _The robbery occurred some 
time between noon and 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon. | 
The certified checks were drawn in the 
morning for the payment of salaries and 
other bills, and when the robbery was dis- 
covered payment on them was stopped. 
Thieves last fall secured a watch and sum 
of money from the same room. 


WHITE HOT METAL ENGULFS

Overflowing of Huge Ladle Causes Bad

“1. Julius A. Coleman was convicted in the 
courts in Indiana in 1881 of ari attempt to de- 
fraud and was sentenced to’the penitentiary. 


It is charged’ that in applying for admission. 


‘to the Hlinois bar in 1894 he failed to mention, 


and, ‘in fact, concealed from the Supreme’ 


court, the fact that he had been convicted of 
a felony in Indiana. 


Accused of Betraying Clients. 

**2. It is charged that within the last three 
years Coleman, as attorney for John V. Ayer. 
tried a suit in a justice court in which Ayer 
swore that he was married to a certain 
woman and that later Coleman in examin- 
ing an abstract found the same man had 
conveyed property as a bachelor. Attorney 
Coleman then proceeded to cause the arrest 
of his client Ayer for perjury. | 

“3. It is charged that Coleman within the 
last three years acted as attorney for Eu- 
gene Brown and during the course of his 
employment he became cognizant of the 
fact that Brown had taken title to certain 
real estate in the name of another person, 
but for Brown's own use and.benefit. Cole- 
man. thereafter conducted proceedings 
against Brown to get from him for the bene- 
fit of his creditors, whom Coleman also repre- 
sented, the real estate so held for Brown by 
a third person. 

“4. It is charged that Coleman applied in 
1903 to the Oak Park Trust and Savings bank 
for a loan of $9,000 on certain real estate 
and caused a trust deed to Henry W. Austin 
as trustee to be executed to a person named 
McCabe and his. wife to secure the proposed 
loan. The trust deed was recorded and the 
note to evidence the loan was executed by 
McCabe and put in Coleman's possession. 

“Then Coleman went to a man named 


‘Bertram jin the recorder’s office and secured 


a loan of $425, giving as security the note 
of McCabe and the trust deed. While Ber- 
tram held the note Coleman went to Mr. 
Austin and represented that the loan would 
not be consummated and asked a release of 
the trust deed. To induce Austin to execute 
and deliver the release Coleman exhibited 
another note, also signed by McCabe, exactly 
like the note given to Bertram. 

‘On the strength of this note, not knowing 
it was a second note, Austin give a release 
of the trust deed to Coleman, who had it re- 


corded. It subsequently turned out that 
Bertram still held the original McCabe 
note,”’ 


Ayer and Brown Often in Court. 
John V. Ayer has figured extensively in the 
courts. In 1900 judgment against him was 
obtained under the mechanics’ lien: law in 
ten cases ranging in amounts from $40 to 
$3,160. Judgment was obtained against him 
in seven other cases in 1900, the amounts 
being from $75 to $1,000. He was arrested 
May 6, 1899. on a warrant sworn out by J. 
M. Dewey, a cabman, who charged that 

Ayer had refused to pay a cab bill of $28. 
Eugene Brown and Ayer had acted to- 
gether in many transactions, and have 
transferred property to one another. Brown 
has been in court as often as Ayer, accord- 
ing to the records. Brown filed a petition 
in bankruptcy, Dec. 17, 1901, giving his lia- 
bilities as $691,000 and his assets as noth- 
ing. In this petition he named John V. Ayer 

as creditor to the extent of $125,000. . 


Charges Filed by Clients. 


Ayer and Brown formally filed charges 
with the Bar association against Coleman 
in connection with the cases in which they 
were involved. A member of the grievance 
committee, who gave out the substance of 
the charges, said that neither Mr. and Mrs. 
Warren Springer nor Henry W. Austin had 
filed formal charges. He declared that the 
Indiana conviction was a matter of record, 
but when asked if the Bar association would 
use the evidence gathered by Mrs. Warren 
Springer in this connection he did not answer. 

“If there had been no recent complaints 
against Coleman the Bar association would 
probably not have proceeded on the Indiana 
charge,” said a member of the grievance 
committee. “In this Oak Park bank case, 
however, he was arrested on a warrant 
charging an attempt to obtain money with 
intent to defraud. Justice Everett dis- 
charged him be the money was 
tendered and no one was a loser by the 
transaction.”’ 


Coleman Ready with Defense. 

Attorney Coleman, when shown the 
charges, answered each one of them spe- 
cifically and declared that he was ready 
to submit evidence which would fully clear 
him of any intent of wrongdoing. 

*“ As to my conviction in Indiana, I showed 
that Gov. Gray pardoned me because I proved 
to him that 1 was innocent. When I applied 
to the Illinois Supreme court for admission to 
the bar here I used the only license I had from 
the Supreme court of a state, and that was 
ftom Kentucky. I made no mention of my 
conviction in Indiana, but the motion to 
admit me was made by Attorney Alfred 
Moore, who knew I had been convicted. I 
had lived in Chicago eight years before ap- 
plying for admission to the bar and my con- 
duct during that time was well known.”

Unrequited affection is believed to have 
led Henry F. Abraham to wade into the pond 
near the conservatory at Humboldt park 
yesterday afternoon and shoot and kill him- 
self.

In one hand Abraham tightly grasped a 
small branch from one of the park trees on 
which he had carved the words: ‘** Mary 
Darling.” 

In a breast pocket on the suicide was found 
the picture of a young woman with the 
name “ Mary Hanson ”’ written on the back. 
With it was a wil) signed by Abraham and 
two witnesses which read as follows: 

I give and bequeath to my friend, Mary Han- 
son, all my estate, real, personal, and mixed, of 
which I may die possessed. 

Employed in Assessor’s Office. 

Until a week ago the man was employed in 
the county assessor's office. He was 35 years 
old and resided at 5 Upton street. £venings 
he worked in a department store at Western 
and Milwaukee avenues. Miss Hanson also 
erable attention.

When Abraham was laid off at the asses- 
sor’s office a week ago he went to St. Louis in 
search of employment, but was unsuccessful.

Young Woman Is Prostrated. 

Miss Hanson was prostrated when the news 
of Abraham's suicide was taken to her. 

“‘How could he have done such a thing?” 
she said. “I have not seen him since he 
returned from St. Louis. I spoke sharply to 
him, but there was no quarrel. If my words 
have driven him to his death I never can 
forgive myself. There was no engagement 
between us, although I had given him my 
photograph.” 

Most of Abraham’s personal property was 
in the form of $2,000 life insurance.

The tea trade is dead, dead, dead, a thing 
of the past entirely, but the silk, trade 
flourishes, and bags of cocoons and bales of 
silk go over the bund all day, samples only 
of the wholesale lots that go down to Hong- 
kong for shipment abroad. Shameen island 
is shut off from the city by fron bridges that 
are iron gates of defense, each guarded by 
Shameen police, and further defended from 
mobs by a guard of the viceroy’s own troops, 
whose bugling and banging and ceremonial 
shots in the hours of the night terrify every 
newcomer. Unknown Chinese cannot cross 
the bridge to the foreign settlement, and all 
the yellow folk must pass by a narrow side 
gate to the bridge, while double iron grilles 
swing wide open for the white man. 

Estimates as to whether Canton has 
three or four million inhabitants, but after 
one has been to either the southern or the 
northern end in a sedan chair, and threaded 
the narrow passages of streets with their 
moving crowds, he will accept even double 
those figures as a fair estimate. ‘ 

The professional guides seize their prey be- 
fore the steamer is fast at the wharf, and lead 
the way for the long cues of chairs that 
trail after them to the round of sights and 
shops that constitute the day in Canton. 

At this season, when the skies are gray 
and wet and a thermometer of 67 degrees 
is accompanied by a humidity of 89 degrees 
and more, all Canton streams with moisture, 
everything is clammy to the touch, and the 
smélis are intensified. Why every sort of 
plague, epidemic after epidemic, does not de- 
populate the place is a mystery, for in this 
filth spot disease ought to riot. But it does 
not, and the Cantonese look strong and well. 

Even in the narrowest streets, stone paved 
passages just six feet wide, refuse of weeks 
lies neglected, and the nose is offended by 
every sort of animal and vegetable remains. 
The more intelligent peopie rejoice that a 
heavy rain last week washed the streets 
clean! And Canton ought to be a little clean 
now. since it is so soon after the Chinese 
New Year, when the one great cleaning of 
the year, takes place. It seems far dirtier 
than ever before, or else one forgets how 
fearfully dirty Canton can be. 

In the least distance traversed through 
these narrow stone passages of streets, hung 
full oh either side with gaudy beckoning 
boards, it is apparent how rapidly of late the 
taste for foreign goods has grown. Cigaret 
stands are numerous, foreign cotton goods, 
hardware, glassware, enameled ware, lamps, 
clocks, and watches confront one on either 
side, and near the Shameen the foreign flour 
shops are being supplemented by shops for 
the sale of foreign bottled and tinned food- 
stuffs. Foreign soap has long been seen 
there, and cruelly commented on by sight- 
seers, who could not imagine what the people 
could be led to want it for, and now a craze 
for all sorts of foreign goods seems to have 
affected all classes. 

When one has once done the grand round of 
the actual sights of Canton he usually wants 
no more of them. The famous execution 


_ ground, where kneeling criminals are be- 


headed by a stroke of the executioner’s 
sword, is usually a disappointing place that 
does not warrant a second visit. Executions 
do not take place every day, for the heads- 
man waits and serves as many customers as 
possible at one time, and, except en such de- 
capitation days, the execution ground—which 
is only a long, narrow stone court—serves 
as a back yard and storage ground for pot- 
ters, who make the large earthen water jars 
one sees on the house roofs. It is untidiness 
itself at all times, and the tourist, whose 
imagination has pictured too much for him, 
is taken aback at such a field of execution, 
believing almost that criminals’ heads are 
perhaps preserved in the jars. 

The clepsudra or water clock on the walls 
Las marked the hours for Canton ever since 
the time of the Mongol emperors, who,with 
their Arab astronomers, introduced many 
new things into China. The tower of the 
water clock is in the midst of the city, and 
from a busy street of shops one turns aside 
to mount some stone steps and gain a room, 
where six huge copper bowls, at successive 
levels, let the water fall drop by drop to 
measure the flowing hours. A brass scale, 
upright in a wooden float, rises through an 
aperture in the cover of the lowest basin, 
and, by the marks on its face, indicates the 
time. 

Twice a day this lowest basin is emptied 
and the upper one filled, and In all the cen- 
turies this work has gone on automatically 
by the keepers. A flag hung out from the 
wall indicates, to those who go up to their 
housetops to see, the hour that has passed, 


and, as time is long and its subdivisions of.

The new style Cantonese, however, the 
young China, who reads the reform news- 
papers and the extras that come out in these 
war days, has his big American watch and 
sets time by the gun of the warship off the 
Shameen. 


Along with the unchanged medieval ways, 
foreign goods, or foreign fashions of strange 
kind, have favor in Canton. Yellow journal- 
ism of the yellowest kind flourishes natural- 
ly in China, the home. the honored habitat of 
the Lie, and progress and development have 
been rapid in the newspaper line. Nine years 
ago, when Chinese forces—“ those Manchus 
up north” or “Li Hung Chang’s soldiers ”’ 
—were being defeated by the Japanese, there 
was nothing like the present wholesale de- 
mand for, or the dissemination of, war news. 
Now there are extras every day, and the high- 
ly paid foreign war correspondents, who are 
inventing news in Shanghai and Chefoo, 
would blush with shame and rage to see 
how the Cantonese article, the $2 a month 
editor, can outdo him and not half try. 

All the news is pro-Japanese, too. There 
is no neutrality in Canton, no pro-Russian 
party, and the Alexieff disasters are colossal 
each time. The Chinese boast of the prowess 
of the Japanese and glory in their triumphs 
over the northern barbarian; and now, when 
an extra progressive Chinese in Hongkong 
cuts his cue, he announces that he is all the 
same as a Japanese now. 

Queer crooks there are in the Chinese brain, 
and there are signs without number that a 
lot of those crooks are being straightened 
out under Japanese influence and example 
and that China's awakening is not confined to 
the northern capital—to Pekin alone.

IN THE INSURANCE FIELD, 


‘UNION SECURITIES COMPANY IN- 


CORPORATED AS AGENOY. 


Will Have $600,000 Capital—Aathor- 
ised to Handle All Unoccupied Ter- 
ritory of the Federal Life, by Whose 
Stockholders It Is Financed—Ob- 
jects Are to Reduce Cost of Getting 
Business—Application for Receiver- 
ship for Lloyds Withdrawn. 


Officers and leading stockholders of the 
Federal Life of Chicago have incorporated 
the Union Securities company under the 
laws of Arizona, with $600,000 capital, to 
act as general agent of the Federal Life in all 
unoccupied territory. The objects, as stated 
by President Hamilton, are to reduce the 
first cost of getting business, to interest 
prominent and influential men in the Federal 
Life, and to enable the company to show 
yearly increases in assets and surplus, 

The Federal Life was organized in 1900 with 
$150,000 capital stock, but no stockholders’ sur- 
plus. The expenses of the organization and cost 
of getting business caused the capital to become 
impaired at once. The officers desire to remove 
this undesirable condition and at the same time 
get more working capital for the development of 
the agency plant without increasing the capital of 
the Federal Life ; 

A majority of the stock of the securities company 
is being exchanged for a majority of the capital 
stock of the Federal. The securities company will 
thus own the Federal, while it will itself be con- 
trolled by the Federal stockholders. The Federal 
itself does not own any securities company stock. 
Some of the latter stock has been put on the mar- 
ket and is being sold in small lots to men whose 
influence is considered valuable. Under its con- 
tract a8 general agent the securities company will 
receive a lower first year’s commission than the 
company has been paying other general agents, 
thus reducing the initial cost of business to the 
Federal, 

The securities company expects to make its 
money out of renewal commissions. It will incor- 
porate state agencies, retaining a majority of the 
stock in each and selling the minority to men of 
influence in connection with policies of life in- 
surance. It already has organized the Indiana 
Agency company, with a capital stock of $200,000. 

Under this arrangement the Federal Life, except 
in the territory in which ft already has agencies, 
will become purely an underwriting company, the 
agency department being entirely under the con- 
trol of the Union Securities company, which is in 
turn controlled by Federal Life people. The offi- 
cers of the Federa] Life are also officers of the se- 
curities company, and if all the directors of the 
Federal exchange their stock for securities com- 
pany stock the board® of directors of the two com- 
panies will be identical. 


Tt was announced yesterday that George T. 
Thompson of Farmer & Thompson had with- 
drawn the application for a receiver for the four 
Lloyds operated by the firm, which he had filed 
on Friday. It also was stated that the Lloyds 
would continue in business as heretofore. In his 
application for a receiver, Mr. Farmer alleged 
that he had been refused a statement and settle- 
ment from Hiram P. Thompson, his former 
partner, who had charge of the books. He de- 
clared the partnership had ceased Oct. 1 and that 
the Lloyds were insolvent and had liabilities of 
$60,000. For some time the firm has been oper- 
ating the National, Northwestern, Interstate, and 
Standard Lioyds, together as Lioyds s cate, and 
writing joint policies only. These Lloyds former- 
ly did a large business, but it has been understood 
recently that they had a large liability and were 
wri much léss new business than formerly. 


Life insurance and financial circles in the south 
were surprised this week by the announcement 
of the closing of two banks at Macon, Ga., at the 
head of both of which was R. H. Plant, formerly 
general agent of the New York Life. It is said 
that Mr. Plant’s fortune will be swept away in 
meeting the obligations of the banks. He was the 
last of the general agents of the New York Life 
and sold his contract to the company last year 
for @ sum generally supposed to be a half million 
dollars or more, 


The National Life, U. 8. A., is sending out in- 
vitations to its 40,000 policyholders to make its 
St. Louis offices their headquarters if they attend 
the world’s fair. The invitations are accompanied 
by a pocket map of the exposition grounds,

UNIVERSAL TRANSFER ON “L” 
PROPOSED DEMAND BY CITY. 


Ald. Foreman Preparing Ordinance 
Which He Declares Users of Union 
Loop Will Be Forced to Accept. 


That elevated railroad companies may be 
forced to grant universal transfers is the 
belief of Chairman Foreman of the council 
committee on local transportation. He is 
preparing to offer the measure legalizing the 
Union Loop in return for the concession. 

“We have a grip on the loop just now,’ 
said Ald. Foreman yesterday, “that justi- 
fies us in asking those things to which we 
are entitled. My amendment requiring ihe 
issuance of transfers at the loop stations 
from one line to another will be ready within 
a short time, and the company has to ac- 
cept it. 

“It contends that it will lose a great deal 


matter of fact,the ‘ one city, one fare’ idea 
will be as good for the company as it has 
been for the surface lines.”’ 

Another issue has arisen between General 
Counsel Knight and the Loop Protective as- 
sociation, composed of owners or lessees of 
property near the loop. Mr. Knight declares 
the association agreed to allow extension of 
the platforms. Attorney Goodwin, for the 
association, declares this concession was 
made only on condition that tracks be dead- 
ened and other improvements made. 

The council committee Tuesday afternoon 
will give the receivers of the Union Tractiun 
company a chance to outline the sort of 
franchise which they would like. The part 
which the “ninety-nine year” litigation 
will play in the negotiations will depend 
greatly upon the attitude presented by the 
corporation. Members will go as far as they 
can with the Union Traction company be- 
fore taking up the franchise of the City rail- 
way. 


BOY COMES FROM DELIRIUM 
AND CALLS FOR HIS MOTHER. 


Injured Youth, Harry Munaugh, Tells 
Name and Summons Parents, Whom 
He Tried to Aid by Work. 


The 13 year old boy who was severely in-

The manufacture of coke from Illinois coal 
soon will begin at the new ovens building at 
South Deering. The promoters estimate that 
the cost of the new enterprise will exceed 
$1,000,000. By June 1 there will be 1,000 men 
at work on the construction. 

The ovens will extend from One Hundred 
and Twelfth street to One Hundred and Six- 
teenth street, along the Calumet river. The 
plant is a part of a general organization 
which includes Milwaukee, St. Louis, Chi- 
cago, and eastern cities. It is expected that 
coal from Franklin county will be used. 

The South Chicago Foundry company and 
the International Harvester company are ex- 
pected to use the new product.

Finding that, notwithstanding the sudden 
elevation to such a dizzy height, the husband 
Was able to stand on a pedestal without 
being held during spasmodic attacks made 
by radicals, his “ rehabilitators”’ stood off 


and caressed him with flattery. 


“The husbands of the country give the 
wives of the nation millions of dollars to 
spend each year,”’ urged Lineda Hull Lar- 
med of New York. “ There is no woman's 
work so important as to learn how to spend 
it to bring the greatest amount of comfort 
te her husband and children.”’ 


Woman’s Place Is the Home. 

“The men of the land,” declared Mrs. 
Nellie Kedzie Jones of Michigan, ‘“ have 
proved themselves to be ready to lay down 
their lives on the battlefield in defense of the 
Home. _If home means so much to the hus- 
bands of the country, the wives must not 
Gesert the home. Woman's place is in the 
tome.” . 

The spirit of domesticity invaded the morn- 
img session and conquered the convention. 
The domestic science advocates had their 
immiings. For the first time in the history of 
biennial meetings household subjects were 
given a place on the program. The con- 
sérvative element made the best of the op- 
portunity and minced no words in telling 
the delegates who look upon woman with 
the ballot as the hope of posterity that it is 
and always will be the woman with the stew 
Bettie and frying pan that rules the world. 
Women were told to learn how to feed their 
husbands if they want to experience the 
genuine joy of living. They were urged to 
train their daughters to be homemakers, not 
ballot casters; ks, not politicians, and to 
be feminine, not  masculined images of 
women.” 


School as Home Ally. 

Mrs. Jones spoke on “‘ The School as an 
Ally to the Home,’’ saying: ‘‘ Nobody inthe 
world has so much need of education as the 
woman who builds up the home and brings 
up the children. Of all people the mother 
must have the most help to make this nation 
grow. Whether a woman marries or not 
She is met sometimes by the demand for 
homemaking, and all this domestic science 
work is preparation for homemaking: There 
are not enough schools for teaching house- 
held arts in the country. They should be 
betablished everywhere, from primary grades 
to the university, and girls should be taught 
the science of homemaking. 

“The thing to do is to give every girl an 
Siigwance and let her learn for herself the 

of money that she will know how to 
Spend her husband's money. Let girls learn 
@verything about home and.they will take 


Some interest in homemaking. Teach your | 
' Bifl the value of foods, so that she may 


bring up a healthy family. Teach your girls 
there is nothing so important in schooling as 
the knowledge of homemaking and home 
Sanitation. Let the girl apply her physics to 
the ice cream freezer and her chemistry to 
cooking. It too long has been the practice 
for a wife to give to husband and children 
Just enough food to ‘fill up.” Teach her 
to give her family the proper amount of 
foods according to their values every day 
and the race will be stronger. The hand 
that wields the cooking spoon rules the 


world.” 
Pies Much Abused. 

Here are some thoughts from the address 
of Mrs. Jones: 

Poor housekeeping and bad cooking are at the 
bottom of most of the domestic troubles. 

Pies are an important part of our national life. 
Ours would not be an American nation if it were 
mot for our pies. Pie has been much abused. Good 
pies will not hurt anyone. 

Good cooking possesses the same magnet for the 
yoan in his home as his affection for his wife and 
children. 

Housekeeping is being raised to the dignity of a 
profession. No girl need be ashamed to say she 
ean prepare a meal or make her own clothes. 

‘Pathers should feel equal responsibility in the 
home as the mothers. 

One of the reasons there are so many poor house- 
keepers among young. women today is because 
there is so much laxity and indifference on the 

tt of mothers in educating their daughters for 

usework. 

There are many kinds of mothers—the good, bad, 
and indifferent—but the worst of these are the in- 
different ones. 

Cooking reflects the morals of the nation. 

It is all tommyrot when husbands say our grand- 
mothers made better housekeepers than we do. 
Men. who make these statements evidently have 
Tiothing else in mind than their grandmother's 
cookie jar. The modern housewive is far superior 
as a housekeeper to her grandmother. 

A woman who keeps her house so spotless and

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PRIBST TO ACCUSE POLICE 


DR. J. B. HASLAM OF EPISCOPAL 
CATHEDRAL WILL TESTIFY. 


Says West Side Force Is Inactive, Espe- 
cially Since Inspector Wheeler Has 
Been in Charge—Never Takes Any 
Action to Prevent Disorder in the 


and the Clergyman Tires of Doing 
Detective Work Himself. 


The Rev. J. B. Haslam, priest in charge of 
the Episcopal cathedral of SS. Peter and 
Paul, Washington boulevard and Peoria 
street, will appear against Inspector John 
Wheeler before the police trial board on 
Wednesday. He will tell of the conditions tn 
the west side levee district as he has ob- 
served them during the last four years, and 
particularly since Inspector Wheeler was 
put in charge. His chief criticism against 
the police is their unwillingness to take the 
initiative in suppressing disorder. 

“The conditions in the red light districts 
have improved,” said Dr. Haslam last night, 
**but I do not give the police the credit for 
that. I believe it is ‘eternal vigilance’ on 
the part of the organized reform forces of 
Chicago that has produced the change. The 
police are inactive. In order to get anything 
done I have to make a personal tour through 
the district, and when I see a.case of un- 
usual lawlessness make a complaint at the 
station. Then they are willing enough. 


Objects to Doing Police Duty. 

“ But this I should not have todo. My time 
is too valuable to play the part of a police- 
man. This church should be protected. 
Then the people l prosecute are ‘down on 
me,’ and naturally. They come to my house 
and call me all sorts of foul names. 

‘* Every night Il walk for an hour anda half 
through the district bounded by Halsted, 
Morgan, Fulton, and Monroe streets. Some 
nights I never see a bluecoat. Last night it 
was a fact that on every corner there were 
from one to.three policemen, and a number 
of plain clothes men accosted me as I passed. 
If it was always like that Lake street would 
be a foul memory to visitors, and I would 
have no complaints to make. 

“ There is one law which must be enforced 
in order to work any permanent reform, and 
that is the law against the presence of women 
in saloons. The police pretend not to know 
these things, but if their positions depended 
on their knowing I think they would recall 
a surprising number of such instances. All 
I have to say to a policeman who says it is 
‘news to me’ that women are accosting men 
in the streets and congregating in saloons, 
where they smoke and drink, is ‘ come with 
me.’ . 


Calls It Devil’s Acre. 


“In Peoria street, between Randolph and 
Madison, there are only four respectable 
houses. This I call the ‘ Devil's Acre.’ 
Every Saturday night a gang of young men 
come singing down the street by the church 
in the early part of the evening, and along 
in the morning roll by shouting. I walk by 
these houses in the dark and they do not 
recognize my cloth. They call me in and I 
go in. I say to them, ‘Is there any one 
sick here?’ 

“Then théy are dumfounded and say: 
*Beg pardon, father, we did not recognize 
you.’ I tell them that I have learned enough 
and lodge the complaint. Is it possible that 
the police cannot see these things? When 
‘Inspector Wheeler was sent over here he 
issued an order to drive all ‘ dope fiends’ 
and immoral women out of the district. As 
a consequence he was ‘called down’ and 
the * dope fiends ’ and immoral women staid. 


Complaints Against Neighbors. 
“The notorious Norton block, on the cor- 
ner diagonally opposite the church, is sup- 
posed to be cleared of objectionable char- 
acters, but yesterday I received a complaint

WANTS THE RIVER MOVED. 


GEORGE L. HARVEY WOULD PUT 
ENTRANCE AT OAK STREET. 


Plan to Double the “Downtown” Dis- 
trict—Present Bed of Stream Could 
Be Utilized for Bullding Purposes or 
a Boulevard—Tunnel Under New 

Channel at Every Street—Duplicate 
of Union Loop Would Relieve Pres- 
ent Congestion, 


In order to extend the business portion of 
Chicago, making the present north and south 
sides continuous, George L. Harvey, an 
architect at 175 Dearborn street, has pro- 
posed a plan to change the entrance of the 
river to the north side, between Oak and 
Maple streets, and utilize the present bed 
either for building purposes or for a boule- 
vard. 

This arrangement, he believes, would double 
the retail portion of the city. The plans also 
include provisions for a duplicate loop for 
elevated trains running north, the same size 
as the loop now occupied by all the elevated 
railroads, and allowing passengers to trans- 
fer from one system to the other at the Lake 
street station. 

This scheme, in the opinion of the designer, 
would render the loop less dangerous, elimi- 
nate 50 per cent of the traffic that the union 
loop accommodates, and avoid interlocking 
switches. 

Sewer to Replace River. 

A sewer, the designer says, should be built 
in the bed of the old river and connected 
with the sewers now in use. 

The basin,’’ he says, could be filled 
in and built upon, letting the property own- 
ers on each side have the ground to the mid- 
dle of the river in compensation for the loss 
of water frontage.’’ 

In case it should be impossible to close the 
river, navigation could be shut out, accord- 
ing to another plan, by the erection of fixed 
bridges, allowing small boats to pass 
through. The river in this case could be nar- 
rowed. 

“The new river bed I would make with a 
drive on either side,”’ he says, ‘‘ making Oak 
and Maple streets into boulevards, establish- 
ing grass plats, and placing embankment 
walls along the water’s edge, allowing no 
warehouses to be located here. At the end 
of the river a turning basin could be placed 
to clarify the water, which is now sluggish. 
Tunnels could be placed at all streets in 
the new location, so that there would be no 
occasion for bridging the new river bed.” 


Plans for Outer Harbor. 


outer harbor, the extension of the lake front 
park by ‘filling in the shallow Water, and the 
erection of uniform warehouses along the 
thoroughfares of marine commerce. Mr. 
Harvey believes that the plan tomakea river 
entrance at Sixteenth street is not feasible 
because of the many railway tracks, and 
thinks that to build subways through the 
business section would endanger the large 
buildings, as he claims the soil would not 
support the weight of the buildings while 
the excavations were being made.

TEACHERS ASK AMENDMENT 
OF THEIR PENSION LAW. 


At Meeting of Head Assistants Louis 
Larson Urges New Age Limit, Disa- 
bility Clause, and Other Changes, 


The question of pensions for superannuated 
school teachers was discussed by the Head 
Assistants’ association at the Sherman house 
yesterday afternoon. Louis E. Larson, sec- 
retary of the board of education, was the 
principal speaker. The points in the present 
law requiring a change, according to Mr. 
Larson, are: 

“The age limit should be extended from 
twenty years for women and twenty-five 
yesre for men and made a uniform age for 

th. 

“ A disability clause should be added, mak- 
ing it possible for a teacher who Is disabled 
before serving the required time to draw 
either all or a part of the pension, 

“ Provision should be made for reimbursing 
teachers who contribute 1 per cent of their 
salaries in the event of their resignation or 
dismissal by the board. 

‘The pension should be paid to those de- 
pendent on the teachers’ salaries for support. 
The Iroquois fire developed the fact that 
numerous aged parents and relatives of 
teachers who lost their lives In the disaster 
were so dependent.”’ 

Mr. Larson’s ideas were indorsed by the 
teachers’ pension trustees.

Hall of Michigan, by 
running the half mile in 2:00, beat the con- 
ference record of 2:02%, held by Breitkreutz 
of Wisconsin. Parry’s throw of 121 feet 2% 
inches broke the discus record of 118 feet 9 
inches, held by Swift of Iowa. Rose like- 
wise shattered the hammer record for the 
big meet with a throw of 154 feet 1% inches.

DERBY COLTS IN REVIEW. 


ENGLISH LAD’S VICTORY AT HAW- 
| THORNE IS DESERVED. 
Winner of Yesterday's Feature Main- 
tains Lead Among Candidates for 
Washington Park’s Classic Four 
Weeks Later — Penalty of Five 
Pounds Makes Interesting Problem 
—Silverwings and Moharib Are to 
Be Reckoned With. 


([MERRILL’S COMMENT.) 

English Lad’s victory in yesterday's Chi- 
cago Derby was thoroughly deserved and 
he maintains his lead among the candidates 
for the American Derby, which is to be run 


three weeks from next Saturday. 


Making allowance for Flower King’s ex- 
treme crudeness at the racing game and for 
the injury’ which befell him, it still remains 
apparent that the son of Requital—English 
Lady is the best colt, on public form, that 
has yet been seen. 

He answered the question in regard to 
weight, picking up his 122 pounds and finish- 
ing with the same courage he displayed with 
light weight on his splendid shoulders in the 
two racesat Worth. He also went a mile and 
@ quarter and finished with such determina- 
tion that there seems no reasonable doubt 
of his ability to go the mile dnd a half that 
will be required of him at Washington park. 

But his ability to take up five extra pounds 
ahd defeat the prime material he will meet, 
at a disadvantage in the weights, on June 
18, is yet sufficiently uncertain to flavor the 
prospect ,of the greatest of American races 
with a high degree of interest and keep it 
so until the last strides of the big contest. 


Weight Question Is Important. 

English Lad will carry 127 pounds in the 
American Derby, picking up a five pound 
penalty as a result of his victory yesterday. 
Elwood, the winner of the Kentucky and La- 
tonia Derbies, will also carry 127 pounds; 
Proceeds and Moharib, winners respectively 
of the Tennessee’and Kansas City Derbies, 
will carry 125 pounds. Bill Curtis picked up 
no penalty by winning the Ascot Derby. 

Prince Silverwings, who finished such a 
good second to English Lad yesterday, will 
earry 122 pounds in the American Derby, so 
that he and the favorite will meet in that 
race at the same relative weights they car- 
ried yesterday. It is manifest, therefore, 
that the matter of condition and develop- 
ment will largely settle the outcome of the 
next meeting. between these colts. There js 
reason to believe both were about equally 
well along in their preparation yesterday and 
that a second meeting at a longer_route is 
likely to result in a still more decisive vio- 
tory for English Lad. 


Prince Silverwings’ Grand Race. 


On the other hand, should English Lad 
have been in more advanced condition than 
Prince Silverwings yesterday it would not 
be surprising if the Talbot colt proved equal 
to the task of defeating him in the great 
event at Washington park. Prince Silver- 
wings ran a grand race yesterday, made all 
the pace, clung to his famous challenger 
tenaciously for a long time, and demonstrat- 
ed that, if he was at all short of his best de- 
velopment, he would make a hard horse for 
any 8 year old to beat when he achieved his 
best form. 

Then Moharib, on yesterday’s race alone, 
is to be reckoned with. He was beaten less 
than five lengths by the winner, to whom he 
was giving five pounds. In the American 
Derby English Lad must give him two 
pounds. Moharib ran gamely and truly to 
the finish. He had arrived only recently 
from Kansas City, whereas English Laé 
had been prepared on the local tracks. But 
Moharib had the benefit of a skilled and 
experienced rider, whereas, without detract- 
ing at all from the credit belonging to little 
Nicol, English Lad suffered in comparison 
with almost every colt in the race in the 
matter of jockeys. 


Nicol’s Ability Is Limited. 


It is not that Nicol is not a promising and 
bright boy for his years and pounds. For 
his physical possibilities he did splendidly— 
all that any boy under such circumstances 
could have done. He rated his mount.-in- 
telligently and made his move at the right 
time, showing that he was not rattled by the 
unusual responsibility, that rested upon him 
in having the mount on a great popular 
favorite in an event of so much importance. 
But it is impossible for such a boy to com- 
pete on even terms with stronger boys ina 
long race in which so much is required of the 
rider. It is the writer’s belief that with a 
strong boy and 127 pounds up English Lad 
would have won yesterday in a more decisive 


way. 

The American Derby favorite, therefore, 
keeps his prestige and but for the unforeseen 
will maintain it probably to the day of the 
race. Of course there are factors of the 
utmost importance that did not appear in 
yesterday’s race—the’good colts now in the 
east, including Conjurer and Elwood, who 
did not take part in yesterday contest. Then, 
for that matter, there was a colt in yester- 
day’s race who may prove capable of better 
things than he showed when he is called upon 
for the supreme question. The running of 
Bill Curtis since his easy victory in the Los 
Angeles Derby has been the source of sur- 
prise to many. Yesterday he ran with the 
leaders for a mile and then dropped out of it. 
With four weeks intervening before the day 
of the south side race this colt may regain 
the fine form he showed in California. 


Recalls World’s Fair Derby. 

The death of Boundless in a Kentucky 
breeding farm on Friday recalls the richest 
American Derby ever run and one of the 
most sensational races in the history of the 
turf world. . Boundless won the World’s Fair 
Derby, and his owner, J. E. Cushing, re- 
ceived a check for $49,500 after the race, 
which was the $50,000 to the first horse 
minus the starting fee of $500. Boundless 
beat a grand field, including some crack 
eastern colts and one English horse, Lord 
North’s Strathrose. There was a delay at 
the post of one hour and thirty-five minutes, 
beating all records. This so wearied the 
great crowd as to spoil the day’s sport. The 
delay has always been blamed to the tactics 

of Jockey “ Snapper ”’ Garrison, who, seeing 
» had the mount on a big, strapping, strong 
colt, shrewdly guessed that by keeping the 
others at the post a long time, he would 
wear the good ones out and win on brute 
strength, and his calculations proved cor- 
rect, Boundless coming past his field in the 
last furlong and winning from the Keene's 
St. Leonards. Clifford, who was really the 
best thoroughbred in this great race, as sub- 
sequent events proved, finished third, and on 
him a fortune was lost by his owners, Rose 
& Leigh, who knew they had a grand colt. 


Garrison’s Tactics Poorly Rewarded. 

Garrison, whose tactics won the race, for 
he put up a great ride after the field finally 
did get away, received only $1,000 for win- 
ning the race and made a bitter complaint 
because of the fact, as he expected to receive 
$5,000 at least. 

This Derby, although the greatest ever run 
outside of England, was not won by a great 
horse. Boundless never amounted to much 
afterward, nor did he achieve fame in the 
stud after his retirement. A short time pre- 
vious to the American Derby he had finished 
second to Morello in the Chicago Derby, and 
these two were his best races.

A week from next Saturday is the date of 
the conference meet. Thig is the thought 
which is most prominent in the m/nds of the 
college coaches, trainers, and athletes of 
the west these days, as they work in prepara- 
tion for the great event. And that the con- 
= will be a great event this year all 


Wisconsin meets yesterday out of the way. 
the Indiana state meet next Saturday at 
Notre Dame is the only college track meet 


remaining before the conference. The “ big 


nine" athletes have now shown their form, 
and it is time for the dopesters to “ get busy.” 

Just as the University of Michigan ruled 
favorite in the “ future books ” last winter, 
it still holds the lead in all estimates of the 
probable outcome of the conference meet. 
The Michigan athletic authorities, although 
they try to be modest, cannot conceal the 
fact they are counting on landing the cham- 
pionship for the fourth consecutive time. 

While in Chicago last Friday with the 
Wolverine team Manager Baird sald: “ The 
conference this year is certain to be a great 
meet. I do not believe the admission of 
universities and colleges outside the ‘big 
nine’ is going to hurt Michigan’s chances 
any more than it will the chances of the 
other cempetitors. We have won three 
times now, and we are going to put in some 
g00d hard licks to win again.” 

Trainer Fitzpatrick said: “ We have only 
two important meets each year for the Michi- 
gan track team. The first is the dual meét 
with Chicago and the second is the confer- 
ence meet. We came down here to win the 
first one, and we hope to win the second and 
greater one, too.”’ 

A tentative estimate of the probable out- 
come of the meet made yesterday by a Chi- 
cago enthusiast on collége athletics gave 
Michigan the victory by a margin of twelve 

ints. The following was the distribution: 

ichigan, 47; Chicago, 35; Stanford, 18. The 
remaining twenty-six points were scattered 
among Wisconsin, Purdue, Illinois, and 
Iowa. Michigan was given firsts in the 100, 
the half mile, the two mile, the shot, the 
hammer, and the high jump. Chicago was 
given firsts in the 220, the broad jump, and 
both hurdles. Stanford was credited with 
two firsts, Dunn in the quarter and Dole in 
the pole vault. Hearn of Purdue was figured 
on to win the mile, and Swift of Iowa to take 
the honors in the discus. 

This “dope,” although subject to change 
as the athletes show class inside the next 
two weeks represents pretty fairly the prob- 
abilities in the various events of the meet. 
As was the case last year, the conference 
meet of 1904 bids fair to resemble a dual meet 
between Chicago and Michigan: That sev- 
eral records will be smashed to bits is assured 
if good weather favors the athletes. 

The publication of the entry list last week 
shows that the field will be the biggest in 
years. The number of individual athletes 
entered is 898, and as many of them are 
scheduled for several events the total num- 
ber of entries amounts to 771. Seventeen 
colleges and universities will be represented. 


"| YALE CAPTURES DUAL MEET. 


Men from New Haven Take Annual 
Contest from Harvard by a 
Narrow Margin. 


Boston, Mass., May 21.—[Special.]—Yale 
defeated Harvard in the dual track meet this 
afternoon, 57 5-12 to 467-12. The games were 
‘held in the big stadium on Soldiers’ field 
and attracted more than 5,000 enthusiasts, 
including hundreds of women. 

It was the hardest fought battle in the 
history of the dual meetings, and up to the 
last event, the pole vault, the outcome was 
uncertain. Many surprises were sprung and 
several “ sure things *’ went wrong 

Schick of Harvard won both dashes handi- 
ly, but Yale took the quarter. Capt. Clapp of 
Yale got first in the high and low hurdles, 
and in the former the Yale leader broke the 
record by two-fifths of a second. It will not 
be allowed, however, as he toppled over 
three hurdles. Parson, the crack Yale half 
miler, was beaten by Young of Harvard, and 
Colwell, Harvard's star performer, only got 
third in the mile. A. King of Harvard low- 
ered the two mile record by more than a 
second, and Shevlin of Yale added six inches 
to thd hammer throw mark. 

Harry Le Moyne of Harvard beat Ed Glass 
of Yale in the shot put and established a 
new record with a put of 45 feet 9% inches. 
The Yale guard was only a quarter of an inch 
behind him. 

In the pole vault McLanahan of Yale, the 
holder of the world’s record, Gring of Har- 
vard, and Preston of Yale, tied at 11 feet 5 
inches. All three tried for 11 feet 9 inches, 
but failed, and Gring won the jump off for 
the prize. 

F. M. Murphy of Harvard s a sur- 
prise by topping 5 feet 10 inches in the high 
jump. His work was remarkable, as the 
little Harvard man stands only 5 feet 5 inches 
in height. 

Harvard's inability to score in the ham- 
mer throw and to get better than third in 
the mile and broad jump lost her the trophy. 
The several events were hotly contested 
and the finishes close and exciting.

Sen- 
ator Bailey, it is understood, has not been 
satisfied with the management of the Lexing- 
ton track for some time. He resigned some 
little time ago. .Then it was given out that 
the resignation had been withdrawn, and 
finally it is now announced with authority 
that he has quit for good, sold his stock and 
the Kentucky farm, and will move his horses 
to Texas.

RYAN’S SUDDEN SICKNESS CAUSES 
MUCHCOMMENT. 


Failure of “Buddy” to Keep His En- 
gagement to Fight Jimmy Gardner 
“ $Said to Have Been Caused by For- 
mer’s Desire to Avoid Another Meet- 
ing with the Lowell Man—Chicago 


Prankie Neil in Action. 


(BY GEORGE SILER.] 

The much talked of lightweight match be- 
tween Jimmy Gardner of Lowell, Mass., and 
“ Buddy” Ryan of Chicago, whith was up 
for settlement last Monday night, was de- 
clared off twenty-four hours before they 
were slated to appear in the ring, because, !t 
was stated, Ryan had gone wrong while in 


‘training. This unexpected canceling of one 


of the most important and one of the best 
matches of the local boxing season caused 
considerable surprise among followers of the 


new lightweight champion. : 

Gardner demonstrated his superiority over 
Ryan in their first encounter, although the 
best he got, after winning decisively, was a 
draw. He trained -hard and faithfully! for 
the second fight, and would have entered the 
ring in condition to repeat his previous per- 
formance, if possible. 

Reports to the effect that “ Buddy” was 
not at his best when he met Jimmy were 
freely circulated, and that he would leave 
no obstacle stand in the way of his, being as 
fit aS the proverbial fiddle when he again 
faced Gardner. To lend truth to the latter 
reports, *‘ Buddy ” took a trip to West Baden 
Springs, where he did his preparatory work, 
and returned to town a week before the date 
set for the battle to put on the finishing 
touchés. During that week reports from his 
training quarters had him better and faster 
than ever, and that he would send Jimmy to 
the cleaners. 

Everything appeared rosy for a high class 
grueling battle, when, as stated, the match 
was declared off. It leaked out after the 
bottom had dropped out of the affair that 
Ryan had not trained as faithfully as his 
press agents had led the press and public 
to belleve and much less like a fighter with 
a reputation at stake and a tough propo- 
sition to face. 

The general opinion, and loudly voiced in 
sporting circles, is that “ Buddy” had not 
forgotten his first ght with Jimmy and that 
he lost heart as the day of the contest drew 
near. At any rate it was reported, and not 
denied, that he quit training fully four days 
before the’date set for the fight, but it was 
kept secret with hopes he might finish up 
well enough to meet his obligations. For 
feits of $250 each for weights and appear- 
ances were, verbally, posted, and as Gardner 
weighed in at the hour stipulated in the ar- 

cles and was ready to fight he is justly 

titled to the forfeits. 

Immediately after the declaring off of the 
match Manager Charles Felt of the Waverly 
Athletic club, under whose auspices thé 
boys were scheduled to fight, secured George 
Memsic as a substitute for Ryan. The club 
officials, however, did not take kindly to the 
substitute match and on Monday morning 
declared it off: The probability is Gardner 
and Ryan will come together in the near 
future. 


On Friday night Chicago fight fans will get 
their first glimpse of Frankie Neil, the ban- 
tamweight champion, in action. Frankie is 
billed to meet: Tommy Moore at the Battery 
D club on that night, and indications point to 
a grueling battle. The weight, 120 pounds, 
is a bit steep for the Californian, as he can 
fight at 115 pounds as easy as breaking sticks. 
In fact, he has been weighing but.114 pounds 
since last Monday and finds it difficult te add 
an extra weight to his small body. Despite 
the fact he is pounds below weight he is out 
on the road at sunrise, digging in as hard as 
though he was booked for a twenty round 
championship battle. The boy is aware of 
the fact that he has everything to lose and 
but little to gain in his contest with Moore, 
as the latter, by no means an easy mark, is 
but little known outside.of Chicago, 

Neil’s coming to town was principally to 
fight Marry Forbes, but owing to a misunder- 
standing regarding money matters between 
the club's matchmaker and Forbes’ manager 
the match fell through. The Battery D peo- 
ple footed Neil's transportation bill and 
‘therefore had first call on his services and 
selected Moore as his opponent. 

This will be Frankie's first test at the six 
round game and he may not able to do him- 
self justice in so short a tilt, but there is no 

scount on his fighting abilities over the 
twenty round route. He is preparing for 
the encounter under the watchful eyes of 
Benny Yanger and Jack O'Keefe, both old 
stagers at the six round game. Moore will 
have a decided advantage in height, reach, 
and weight, besides which he has a better 
knowledge of the speed required to impress 
the crowd over a distance so foreign to Neil. 

Should the Frisco boy win, which 1s antici- 
pated, because of his higher pugilistic stand- 
ing, he will immediately make overiures to 
match with Harry Forbes, and, failing in 
that, which does not seem possible atéthe 
present writing, he will be ready to meet all 
comers at his weight or a few pounds over 
for that matter. Negotiations are now on for 
a match between him and Hughey McGov- 
ern, and if the financial end of the match can 
be satisfactorily arranged Hughey can get 
his game. 


The boxing game in Philadelphia received 
another setback on the night of May 14, 
when several thousand fight fans were 
gulled into paying to witness Jack O’Brien 
and the irrepressible *‘Kid’’ McCoy g0 
through six rounds of a make believe boxing 
contest. The match, or the fake, as it was 
| termed by the Philadelphia press, had been 
on tap for weeks during which glowing re- 
ports anent the ‘** Kid’s ’’ wonderful training 
stunts were read by the ever gullible fight 
public. O’Brien, instead of going through a 
regular course of training for the affair hop- 
scotched around the country gathering up 
shekels. Still he was in as gofd condition as 
was McCoy, as eondition was not necessary 
to the successful pulling off of the job. But 
why dwell on their doings before entering 
and while in the ring. Students of the game 
that witnessed the affatr say it was the raw- 
est piece of work ever perpetrated in a Phila- 
delphia arena. McCoy's pugilistic career will 
not stand probing, still he is not only toler- 
ated but catered to by fight promoters. 

Aurelia Herrera, the clever and hard hit- 
ting Mexican, returned from Butte, Mont., 
last Thursday, where he administered a se- 
vere beating to Louis Long, who secured 
a shady knockout over Aurelia several 
months ago.

’ Cardinal Satolli has arranged the follow- 
ing program for his visit to America: From 
New York he will go to Washington, where 
he will be the guest of the Rev. Dennis R. 
O’Connell, rector of the Catholic univer- 
sity, hoping to be in time to assist at the 
close of the scholastic year. 

Then the cardinal will go to Notre Dame, 
Ind., having accepted an invitation of the 
Very Rev. Dr. J. A. Zahn, the rector of the 
university there, arriving at Notre Dame 
about the middle of June. On June 22 Car- 
dinal Satolli will be in Philadelphia to bless 
the marriage of Martin Maloney’s daugh- 

gery cardinal will then go to the St. Louis 
exposition as the guest of Archbishop Glen- 
non.

It was reported that the prisoners were

Ericksen Arrives on the West Coast of 
Greenland, While Ammundsen Is 
at Dalrymple Dock. 


COPENHAGEN, May 21.—The Danish 
scientific expedition to Greenland under 
the leadership of Ericksen has arrived at the 
Danish colony of West Greenland. The ex- 
peditiow reports that it found the whaling 
ship Gjoa, with Capt. Ammundsen’s mag- 
netic north pole expedition on board, at 
Dalrymple dock.

According to a dispatch from Dundee on 
Nov. 16 last whalers reported that they had 
found the Danish Ericksen expedition on 
Saunders island in a pitiable state of desti- 
tution.

The explorers were living 
in a tattered tent and their food was almost 
exhausted. They had only one gun, and had 
abandoned their boat and one sledge at the 
northern part of Melville bay. The whalers 
left with them supplies and materials to 
build a new boat. 

The Ammundsen expedition sailed from 
Christiania June 17, 1903. The expedition 
was characterized ‘by Prof. Schmidt, Berlin, 
as undertaking the most important task in 
the domain terrestrial magnetism.

Diverts Attention from Chinese. 


Its submission by the cabinet to parliament, 
and its discussion in the press has, moreover 
Served to divert public attention from the 
enactment last week of the ordinance provid- 
ing for the admission of Chinese labor into 
the Transvaal and Orange River coloniés, in 
deflance of the wishes of the population, who, 
for the present, being without any form of 
legislative representation, have no means 
of enforcing their objections, but @ré com- 
pelled to submit to whatever the government 
in London may decree through its repre- 
sentative, Lord Milner, the governor of the 
two colonies. 

It is but fair to admit that the only méans 
of rendering the Transvaal self-supporting, 
and a source of revenue, instead of expense 
to Great Britain, is by taxing the mines, and 
that the latter cannot be worked with the 
profit demanded by the owners except by 
Chinese labor. But this does not change 
the fact that if the inhabitants of the colony 
had their way the Chinese would be exclud- 
ed, just as they are in Australia and New 
Zealand. In these great self-governing de 
pendencies the exclusion laws are extended 
to all the yellow and dusky races, including 
the Japanese, and even to the Indian sub- 
jects of the British crown. 

Indeed, Japanese noblemen. officials and 
rich bankers traveling for their pleasure are 
subjected in Australia to the same treatment 
at the ports of entry as the lowest Chinese 
coolie, while last year the sultan of Johore, 
now on his way to the St. Louyis exhibition, 
and who is one of the Asiatic sovereigns vas- 
sal to British suzerainty, was prevented from 
landing at Melbourne until King Edward 
had personally interyened in his behalf. He 
was only pacified with much difficulty. 

The Japanese, I may add, so deeply resent, 
since their alliance with Great Britain, the at- 
titude of the latter’s Australian dependencies 
towards them that should they emerge vic- 
torious from their present war with Russia 
they may be relied upon to no longer submit 
being glassed by England's colonies as un- 
desiradle yellow aliens."

“At this,” concluded Mrs. Heigham, I 
heaved a deep sigh and suddenly sat up in 
my bed, saved by my daughter's love and

Few will envy Mrs. Heigham her remarka- 
ble experience. She now possesses the death 
certificate signed by the doctor who attend- 
ed her, and, though the memories attached to 
it are fraught with such horror, she would 
not part with the document for a great deal. 

Mrs. Heigham’s’ subsequent attacks were 
not quite so serious, but in both cases she 
was at first thought to be dead—by all but 
her devoted daughter. 

Curiously enough, Mrs. Heigham has her- 
self taken degrees as a doctor of psychology, 
and in face of the foregoing facts it was 
startling to hear her announce that she had 
“no fear of death for many, many years to 


eome.”’

Possibility of Magnates from the 
United. States Controlling 
Railways Also Magnified. . 


Ottawa, Ont., May 19.—[Special Corre 

spondence.}—The employment of Americans 
on the surveys of the national transconti- 
néntal railway is a safe card to play for the 
labor vote and the opposition is making the 
most of it. Canadian organized labor is sore 
and has been for a long time over the num- 
ber of Americans taken on the surveys and 
in many leading branches of industry on the 
one hand, and the sharp enforcement against 
Canddiane of the American alien labor law 
on the other, and the new developments are 
& godsend to the conservative party. . 
‘ The opposition members of the house of 
commons are afforded an opportunity of 
which .they have. promptly taken advan- 
tage to pose as the particular champions 
of labor, sacrificed, as they claim, by a gov- 
ernmént which cares nothing for the inter- 
ests of the toiling masses. 

Sir William Mulock, as minister of labor, 
has come in for repeated attacks.in parlia- 
ment, and the conservative press has taken 
up the cry from one end of the dominion to 


r the other, and if people were to believe all 


that is said and written there is an organ- 
iged conspiracy of American managers of 
Canadian railways to flood the country with 
American labor. 


Fears American Magnates. 


' A frightful picture of the dread possibill- 
ties of American contro! of the new Cana- 
dian transcontinental railway system was 
conjured up in the house in the debate on the 
Pacific bill. Mr. Maclean, East York, 
showed how,easy it would be for the dreaded 
American magnate to capture the road by 
buying up Grand Trunk stock in the open 
market. Whenever those designing itndivid- 
uals decide the proper time has arrived to 
run the transcontinental! to suit the ves 
all they have to do is to go Into the market 
with a few millions and the job is done. 

Control once secured by them, all Cana- 
dian traffic can be diverted to the American 
roads, and’ the hundred and fifty millions or 
so for which the government has made the 
country responsible will be converted into 
capital for building up American ports, rail- 
ways, and greatness. 


Salvation Army Plan Opposed. 

Labor leaders in parliament are working 
up an agitation against the intended im- 
perial labor bureau of the Salvation Army, 
which proposes to send homeless and help- 
less unémployed mien in Great Britain to 
Canada and the other colonies. Mr. Preston, 
the Canadian commissioner of immigration 
dorsed the scheme as “‘a magnificent pro- 
Sect.” 

The bureau fs denounced as an organiza- 
tion to make Canada the dumping ground 
of the drunken and immoral classes in the 
old country and for their children, and the 
governmeht is warned that if the outlined 
plans are carried out without. the most rigid 
inspection, inquiry, and safeguards, it will 
be fought, tooth and nail by the organized 
labor of the dominion. 

Talk in Parliament Costly.» 

The waste of time in parilament this ses- 
sion by speakers who talk to make campaign 
capital has been the subject of serious re- 
monstrance by sober minded members who 
go in for economic reform. It costs the 
country $28 a minute to run both houses 
from the opening of parliament to proroga- 
tion. 

Quebec Walls Nearly Rebuilt. 


American tourists to the ancient city of 
Quebec this season will tind the work of re- 
pairing the fortifications nearly completed. 
The old town line walls are practically re- 
stored. The chief engineer of the militia 
department reports that the restoration of 
the citadel walls will necessitate a large ex- 
penditure for some years to come, though 
considerable progress has been made in this 
also, notably on the walls facing the river 
and the different bastions in the citadel. 

A new patented rifie and automatic regis- 
tering target has been shown to the mili- 
tary authorities here by an American, Mr. 
Orlan C. Cullen of Washington, D. C. The 
rifie is described as a unique weapon with 
ball bearing bore, and the target is the one 
invented by Col. Peters of Toronto. The 
British military attaché at Washington, it is 
said, recently had a series of exhaustive tesis 
of the rifle and was much pleased with the 
results. . 

Canadian Exports at Low Ebb. 

The falling off in the exports of Canadian 
products, which. set in during the winter 
demoralization of the railroads, continues, 
For the ten months of the fiscal year, com- 
pared with the same period last year, there 
was a decrease of over $8,000,000. The de- 
crease was not in leading exports only, but 
in all articles of Canadian production. 

There was a small increase in exports 
through Canadian ports of foreign products 
of close on $2,500,000. In imports there was 
an increase for the ten months’ period over 
1903 of some $11,000,000, but in the month of 
April the turning point was reached in this 
branch of trade, too, and there wasa decline 
as well asin exports. 


SUSPECT MURDER IN MOROCCO. 


Cologne Gazette Believes Its Correspond- 
ent, Dr. Genthe, Has Been Put Out 
of the Way by the Sultan. 


COLOGNE, May 21.—The Cologne Gazette 
spent thousands of dollars to find its Morocco 
correspondent, Dr. Sigfried Genthe, who 
vanished on March 8 from Fez. No trace of 
the fearless newspaper man can be found, 
and the Gazette comes to the conclusion 
that he has been lured away and murdered 
by the sultan or his agents. 

In a series of remarkable articles, Dr. 
Genthe had told the truth about the sultan 
of Morocco, showing him up as a merciless 
“tyrant, bent on torturing men and women, 
and wading knee deep in the blood of his 
subjects. 

When his first article appeared foreign 
representatives. at Morocco advised the 
newspaper man to take ship 4t once, as 
otherwise he ran the risk of being murdered. 
Genthe refused, relying on the protection of 
the civilized powers, all of whom have 
representatives in Fez. 

A second article criticising his majesty 
appeared on March 1, and it had no sooner 
reached the Morocco capital when the news- 
paper man, at every outing, noticed that 
‘he was followed, while his house was under 
police surveillance. On March 8 he was 
seen alive for the last time. 

What has become of him can only be 
guessed, but it is certain that if he fell into 
the sultan’s hands he suffered the most 
cruel tortures before his life was crushed out.

But simple and desirable measures are often 
put through only with great difficulty and 
after Jong delays. It was necessary first to 
get a popular vote to authorize the issue of 
bonds. That was secured. Then the point 
was made that the bonds could not legally 
be issued. _The question had to be carried 
up to the Supreme court. No banker would 
have touched, a bond ‘while there was a 
shadow of doubt as to their validity. Fin- 
ally, after wearisome delays, the Supreme 
court decided early in the year that the city 
had authority to is#e the bonds in question 
and several million dollars more. The city 
knows now where it can get money if any is 
needed for some urgent purpose, such as the 
lowering of the tunnels. 

There being no doubt now as to the valid- 
ity of the bonds, they will find purchasers. 
The judgment debts will be paid off, prin- 
cipal and interest, and the mayor will have 
the satisfaction of seeing his patient labors 
fruitful ‘of good results.~ The city is in- 
debted to his persistence for a Supreme 
court decision which has materially im- 
proved its financial condition. 


THE WAR DURING THE WEEK. 
The Japanese navy has been weakened 


‘by the loss of the first class battleship Hat- 


suse and the armored cruisers Mikayo and 
Yoshino. -The first two of these were sunk 
by running into submarine mines which 
had been set by the Russians. The other 
was rammed in the fog by another Japanese 
cruiser. The Russians have not altogether 
escaped. The latest dispatches confirm the 
report of the loss of the cruiser Bogatyr, one 
of the Vladivostok squadron. It was a 
new boat of 6,750 tons displacement, carry- 
ing twelve six inch and twelve three inch 
guns. It is said to have stranded on the 
rocks near the entrance to Viadivostok and 
to have been blown up so that it might 
not fall into the hands of the Japanese. 
In spite of losses which would have been 
serious indeed if the Russian squadron at 
Port Arthur had not been so roughly 
handled early in the-war, the Japanese re- 
tain the control of the sea. The transports 
burdened with their soldiers can sail fear- 
lessly past Port Arthur to different points 
of attack on the west coast of the Liaotung 
peninsula. . 

‘Some of the troops were landed last Mon- 
day at Kaichau, which lies to the south of 


‘Newchwang. It is not impossible that they 


have marched northward to strengthen the 
main Japanese army. On the same day a 
considerable force disembarked at Kinchou, 
where the Liaotung peninsula is narrowest, 
and completed the isolation of Port Arthur. 
The early reports of desperate fighting and 
heavy Russian loss in men at Kinchou have 
not been confirmed. The Russians had, ac- 
cording to their own.statement, 160 killed 
and wounded. They say the Japanese loss 
was heavy, but no figures have come from 
that quarter. 
There is some reason to believe that the 
Japanese have now between 40,000 and 
50,000 men beleaguering Port Arthur, 
where there is a much smaller Russian gar- 
rison. ' If the Japanese really have concen- 
trated so many men at that point and are 
bringing up siege guns, it must be their in- 
tention to push matters, even at the risk of 
a great loss of life. To let the siege or in- 
vestment drag on until the Russian Baltic 
fleet reached the Pacific would be.a hazard- 
ous, matter. 

Operations at Port Arthur do not attract 


ting | so much attention as those inland, far to 


the north, where Gen. Kouropatkin is fac- 
ing the concentrating armies of the Japa- 
nese. Nothing has been heard of the.army 
under Gen. Oku, which landed west of the 


moving in the direction of Haicheng, about 
midway between Newchwang and Liao- 
yang, on the line of the railroad. 

Gen. Kuroki’s whereabouts is .better 
known. Last Wednesday some of his troops 
had reached a point about twenty-eight 
miles north of Fengwangcheng. They were 
attacked, according to Russian reports, by 
several regiments of Cossacks and were 
driven back fifteen miles. This was at first 
described as a battle in which the Japanese 
suffered heavy loss, but it does not appear 
to have been much more than an affair of 
outposts, signifying little. 

This encounter throws a little light on the 
position of the Japanese, but not on their 
plane. The Russians have evacuated New- 
chwang, and presumably hold a line along 
the railroad extending from Haicheng at 
the south to Mukden at the north. ~The 
Japanese are somewhere to the east of that 
line. According to Russian reports, 80,000 
of them are still south of the Russian troops 
that are covering Liaoyang. 

It has, been assumed that the Japanese 
were marching northward with the inten- 
tion of throwing themselves between Muk- 
den and Harbin, to the north of it on the 
railroad, so as to make retreat impossible 
for the Russians if they wished to retreat, 
and force them to give battle. 
dangerous maneuver when attempted in the 
fuce of an ehterprising adversafy, and it 
is possible that the-Japanese are demon- 
| strating to the north of Fengwangcheng 
only to alarm the Russians and induce thes 
to fall back to Mukden; or even farther 
gig, and thus permit the Japanese to con-

ern Manchuria, especially those against 
Port Arthur. 

Bands of Cossacks are moving from point 
to point in northern Corea, but they do not 
appear to be accomplishing anything. They 
are wasting their energies in a quarter 
where they can inflict only slight injury on 
the Japanese. 


HIGH BUILDINGS AND HEADS. 

It behooves Chicagoans to heed the state- 
ment of Dr. Warner of London, who, after 
an examination of 100,000 London children, 
has said that high buildings cause heads to 
grow smaller. At the first blush it would 
seem as if the reverse were true, that heads 
grew larger as buildings towered higher; for 
Chicago, the home of high buildings, has 
never been noted for its small headedness, 


couraging quite the opposite of this. Of 
ment can cause no alarm, for just as the fact 
that big heads contain but little wit has been 
generally accepted so has the reverse of 
this—the belief that small heads often con- 
tain large understandings—obtairied equal 
cred , but naturally the heads must not 
be too small. 

Dr. Warner, while offering uo explanation 
of this physical deterioration, beyond the gen- 
eral one that it may be due to a lack of light 
and air, goes so far as to say that it is par- 
ticularly observable in female heads, the 
reference being that the male head does 
not so readily yield to shrinkage. He be- 
lieves, too, that in years to come, when the 
physical effects are more apparent, the high 
buildings will be leveled to the earth in order 
that heads may again resume their normal 
proportions and the tabernacle of woman’s 
wit be restored ‘to its former dimensions.

FISK AND SECONDARY EDUCATION. 

It is not only because of his monumental 
character that his countrymen should pause 
to reflect on Dr, Fisk’s resignation from the 
principalship of the Northwestern Univer- 
sity academy. It is true that a genius of 
character is a# important and as creditable 
to the country which produces him as a 
genius of art. It is true that a great man is 


painter. It is true that the thousands of 
men and women who have passed through 
Dr. Fisk’s hands during his thirty years of 
service at Hvanston are now carrying with 
them in various parts of the world a cleans- 
ing and ennobling effluence from his per- 
sonality. 

But this is not Dr. Fisk’s greatest con- 
tribution to the welfare of his times. 

One of the most serious consequences of 
the American passion for the insignia of suc- 
cess is that there is a constant social and 
financia! suction from the academies and high 
schools into the colleges and universities, 
Greater prominence, greater remuneration— 
these are the prizes which lure capable men 
and women away from what is, after all, the 
most important part of the educational 
process, the bending of the twig in the way 
in which the tree should grow. 

There are Anglo-Americans who will re- 
member that when they went as small boys 
to Rugby, or to Winchester, or to Eton they 
were instructed by men who had received as 
complete an education as any college pro- 
fessor and who had reached a mature middle 
age in giving 10 and 12 year old pupils s 
solid groundwork for their subsequent intel- 
lectual training. No man who has gone 
through such a school can fail to be eter- 
nally grateful for the fact that his youthful 
mind was molded by experienced scholars 
and not by callow college graduates seeking 
in a secondary school the temporary means 
of rising to permanent college positions. 

Thomas Arnold is universally recognized 
as one of the greatest men in the history of 
English education. He was head master 
of Rugby, a secondary school. 

In America there have been famous names 
connected with secondary education, Taylor 
and Bancroft, for instance, of Andover. But 
the general truth remains that most of the 
cleverest college men and women who take 
positions in secondary schools have set their 
minds on “ success ” and have hitched their 
wagons to university professorial chairs. If 
anything is needed in American education to- 
day it is a permanent corps of devoted sec- 
ondary school teachers, giving young boys 
and girls the sound training which now, on 
their entrance into college, they often seem 
so entirely to lack. 

In the development of such a spirit (and 
spirit will have to be backed by finance) 
in Americaf secondary education, nothing 
could be more effective than a career like 
Dr. Fisk’s. For thirty-one years he has 
been the principal of one secondary school. 
For thirty-one years he has given all the 
powers of a carefully trained mind to the 
questions involved in Ahe four years before 
college. For thirty-one years he has forti- 
fied secondary education with his great char- 
acter and his great name. He has'struck a 
blow where a blow was needed. 


_ REFLECT BEFORE INVESTING. 

There is nothing new in the traction situ- 
ation. On the exchange Chicago Union 
Traction still can be picked up at 54, and 
it is reported that La Salle street regards 
West Chicago at 40 and North Chicago at 
70 as relatively cheap. But before a per- 
son invests his money in the stocks of the 
surface railroads he should consider the at- 
titude of the public towards those proper- 
ties. The best time to look into this question 
is about 6 o’clock at night. 

Now. that warmer weather is here people 
are using the surface car lines, and the 
same reckless treatment of street car prop- 
erty can be witnessed now as in former 
years. When one sees the way in which 
people jump on the cars and trample on the 
platforms and overrun the aisles, he will 
naturally wonder where the rights of the 
underlying companies come in. Qne might 
go so far as to imagine that there had been 
a recent election and the people had voted 
to take over the street cars to themselves 
and were putting the popular decree into 
execution. 

The employés of the companies are treat- 
ed with similar, contempt and their con- 
venience and rights overlooked. The con- 
ductors are pushed, crowded, and jammed 
until in the course of a single trip their cor- 
poreal parts assume every form known to 
geometry. When some conductor becomes 
) fastened between unyielding masses of hu- 
man flesh he is made the object of satirical 
remarks, and no effort is made by the pas- 
sengers to extricate him from his peril. In 
the event of his temporary disablement 
some of the more audacious passengers pre- 
sume to give directions to the motorman 
Pand signal to him to stop or go ahead as if 
they were authorized to do so. 

There seems to be a socialistic propa- 
ganda taking root in the popular mind and 
a tende to deny private capital any 
rights to“street car properties. One fre- 
quently hears this new creed discussed on 
the platforms of overcrowded cars. As a 
passenger on a north side cable train said 
last night, “ One of these days the people 
will have something to say about the treat- 
ment they receive on their way home.”

I am iron,-chlorate of potash, 
glass, platinum, steel, sugar, gun cotton, 
sulphuric acid, and fulminate of mercury. 
No flame leaps up on the altar of patriotism 
at my discharge. ‘ No sacrifice, no glory, no 
reputation springs ‘from my accomplish- 
ments. I 4m success without victory. Iam 
humanly constructed, dehumanized force. 


MYSTICISM I8 ETERNAL. 


There is a biological mysticism in the |: 


twentieth century just as there was a theo- 
logical mysticism in the thirteenth. See 
George Barlow’s article on the “ Transfig- 
uration of Matter ” in the Contemporary. 

“If I am right,” says Mr. Barlow, “ our 
present nerve structure contains within it 
the potentiality of spiritual nerve structure 
and our present senses are actually apn- 
gelic senses in the germ. They are in- 
tended to be indefinitely refined, and so 
brought ever nearer and nearer to the 
angelic level.” Oneis reminded of Re- 
nan’s specilation that the whole material 
universe would finally acquire conscious- 
ness and recognize itself as God. 

This kind of mysticism honors matter just 
as previous. mysticisms degraded it. . To 
the Buddhist, to most Asiatic philosophers, 
to the Christian fathers, who were profound- 
ly affected by the Asiatic conception of the 
malignity of matter, to Wagner in “ Parsi- 
fal,” human purity is secured by a spiritual 
release from material environment. There- 
fore the médieval mystic, rising above the 
emaciated body which lay prostrate in his 
cell, dwelt in a realm where bodies were not. 
Therefore Parsifal must reject woman as 
much because she was flesh as because she 
was bad. Therefore material things aided 
spiritual progress only as they furnished 
obstacles which were to be with spiritualiz- 
ing toil surmounted. 

What a swing of the pendulum is marked 
by the biological mysticism of Mr. Barlow’s 
article! Now spirituality is to be gained 
not with the body as an obstacle but with 
all the bodily faculties as avenues of ad- 
vance. Soul is not to be found by departure 
from the body. It is the body itself that is 
to become soul. f 

“Can matter,” asks Mr. Barlow, “ at a 
certain point and subject to a certain degree 
of soul pressure, undergo transfiguration? 
Can it be transformed into spirit? Can the 
human body be to an unsuspected extent 
refined and ennobled?”. This process, he 
thinks, can be said, in all reverence, to have 
had its foreshadowing in the transfigura- 
tion of Christ, when his body was glorified, 
and in his resurrection, when his body 
passed into) spirit. 

As an illustration of human progress to- 
ward the spiritualizing of the body, Mr. 
Barlow speaks of the difference between 
love in Shakspeare and in the English poets 
since Shelley. Certainly it is clear to any 
reader that in Browning, for instance, the 
love of man for woman and of woman for 
man is given a closer connection with spir- 
ituality and with immortality than in the 
noblest of Shakspeare’s plays or sonnets. 
And it is an additional confirmation of Mr. 
Barlow’s view of the attainment of spirit 
through matter that the modern poets not 
only find their strongest proof of immortal- 
ity in love but reach this proof through such 
a deification of the physical that they are 
continually earning the epithet of “ fleshly.” 
Even Mr. Barlow’s opponents must admit 
that Browning, and Tennyson, and Pat- 
more, and Rossetti, and Morris are all 
more mystical and more material in their 
treatment of love than the poets of woreome’ 
peare’s days. 

The explanation, according to Mr. Bar- 
low, is that “ at Shakspeare’s epoch the hu- 
man nervous system was a far rougher and 
less developed thing than it is among the 
sensitive organisnis of the present time.” 
The complete development of this nervous 
system will bring it completely into the 
realm of spirit.

coer WORSE THAN THE DISEASE. 

The license committee of the council may 
be inspired by a genuine desire to do good,

eannot afford to make them the victims of 
its penal machinery. This, however, would 
be the result of the proposed legislation. 

If either a state law or a city ordinance 
were passed making it a misdemeanor for 
a minor to smoke cigarets there would have 
to be punishment for violations. This pun- 
ishment would necessarily fall upon the 
minor, for the parents could not be held ac- 
countable. The offender would have to pay 
a fine or be sent to some punitive institution. 
The majority of parents would hasten to pay 
the fines imposed against their children even 
if it meant a heavy addition to the family’s 
financial burdens. But there would be a 
large number of boys of various ages whose 
fines would not be paid. The enforcement 
of the law would send them to the reforma- 
tory. Association with the vicious . and 
criminally inclined inmates of such an insti- 
tution would assist the boy who smoked a 
cigaret to see the enormity of his crime when 
eontrasted with the trivial offenses of 
which some of the other inmates had been 
guilty. That is not sae kind of education ae 
needs. 

The fact that so many 
is dotibtless to be deplored, but it will not 
help matters to place large numbers of 
minors under the ban of law. Society can- 


not afford to induce boys to sutaedne their 
wits against the enforcement of laws. 


There may be a certain perversity of spirit. 


in the lad who will indulge the stolen sweets 


of the forbidden cigaret, but there is like- : 
wise an independence of spirit which .so- 


ciety should be. loath to antagonize. To 
drive into secret evasiona of law the most 
headstrong and insubordinate of the rising | 
generation is not the way.to teach the future 
citizen to respect the law.

“Fret not xxxvil., 1. 

HIS -word of advice is not to be con- 
fused with its modern substitute, 
**don’t worry.”’ Anxiety is not always 
avoidable. Worry of the deepest kind 
may arise from various causes, but 

what the psalmist says is, “Don’t worry 
yourself.”” Don’t fret over imaginary dif- 
ficulties; don’t persuade yourself that you 
ere a most ill used and unhappy sort of a 
- don’t take melancholy views of |} 
life, incidentally making your temper fit the 
views—in a word, for it cannot be put bet- 
ter, * Fret not thyself.”’ 
- Usually fretfulness is catalogued as a 
humor rather than as a sin and associated 
with teething children and chronic invalids, 
but, in fact, there is something selfish about 
it, since to be indulged with the most de- 
Hcious enjoyment it must be shared with 
others and our annoyance is increased ten- 
fold if nobody takes any notice. Granted 
that fretfulneas is but a humor that will 
pass, still, let ft recur too often it may be- 
come a habit. Whatever is characteristic 
pass, still, let it recur too often and it may be- 
come characteristic of self. It may then be 
well to observe how we may follow this in- 
spired advice, “ Fret thyself.” 


The chief cause of. which the 
psalmist specifies is envy, such envy, per- 
haps, as sent. Abab te bed and turned his 
disagreeable face to the wall that he might 
not see the vineyard of Naboth. Such envy 
as brought fretful Martha to Jesus asking: 
“Dost thou not care that my sister hath 
left me to serve alone? Bid her therefore 
that she help me.” To hear another praised 
—and we are not praised; to see another 
happy—and we are not contented, and how 
often the spirit of the elder brother at once 
begins to put in its fine work. Such a state 
of mind is unhealthy and may resuwit in posi- 
tive injury to self and others; therefore, the 
psalmist not only points out its most prolific 
cause but hastily proceeds to point out cer- 
tain effective remedies. 

If the nerves are always kept at the 
same tension the body will quickly wear out. 
Relaxation and diversion are a necessity. 
Similarly, it is possible for the soul to indulge 
in too much self-concentration; it needs at 
times to escape ‘Tom self and think about 
somebody else. It may trouble itself too 
keenly about its spiritual menu, too punc- 
tiliously inquiring, “‘ What shall I eat and 
what shall I drink?” To dwell too much on 
the delicate nature of the spiritual organism, 
its liability to errors, and its proneness to mis- 
takes, changes the sou! og a fretful invalid. 
“ Trust in the bord and do good,” and the 
result will be a healthy digestion. UWnselfish 
works will take the selfishness out of life and 
leave the heart neither time nor inclination 
to fret itself. 


One of the cinnineeieat symptoms of fretful- 
ness is impatience; it is not always easy to 
“Rest in the Lord and wait patiently for 
him ’’; not an easy thing to surrender our 
own judgment and “commit our way unto 
the Lord.” Men want quick returns today 
on their investments. They are Willing to 
cast their bread upon the waters, but they 
want to find it again by afternoon; they are 
willing to go forth, even with weeping if 
needs be, bearing precious seed, but they 
must doubtless come again with rejoicing, 
bringing their sheaves with them not later 
than 6o0’clock. God has not promised quick 
returns. That “ exceeding weight of glory ” 
that Paul speaks about is not due six months 
from date of first installment of faith. “* In 
due season we shall reap if we faint not.” 

“Fret not thyself’ and there is nobody 
else that can. Out of our own hearts come 
the thoughts that annoy and the worries 
that trouble us. Lock the door and put the 
key in God's hand; let him do the opening 
and the shutting, and for yourself, “‘ Trust 
in the Lord and do good’”’; “* Commit thy 
way unto _ ve and he shall bring it to 
pass’; “Rest in him, wait patientl for. 
him, fret not thyself in any wise.” .

The results, un- 
fortunately, did not meet expectations. On 
the contrary, notwithstanding the excellent 
training of the singers, the Roman public 
found the performance of the Missa degli 
Angeli so monotonous and primitive. that 
thousands left the church of St. Peter’s be- 
fore it was over. The Roman newspapers, 
commenting on this failure, declare that un- 
less the customary church music (reformed, 
if necessary, and made more serious) is re- 
stored, the churches will become the resorts 
of old maids, who will slumber to the sounds 
of the Gregorian chant.”

What is modified mile? Modified milk

Beef juice is made mnie the common round

‘@ hot skillet, but it must not be cooked 
much—the rarer it the better. The juice 
from/this is extracted by the use of a meat 
press, or lemon squeezer. If it is to be given 
at ance warm, the juice should be put imme- 
diately into a hot cup, and if it Is to be given 
cold tt must stand in the ice box, but before 
using pour it through a piece of cheeseoloth 
£0 a8.to remove all of the fat, but never heat 
it after it.is once made. A small amount of 
salt should always be added. It can bé given 
as*well in the milk as in any other way. 
Sometimes children will take it this way in 
preference to any other. It is best to start 
with one tablespoonful.and gradually work 
up to two or three tablespoonfuls twice a day. 
One should be able to obtain from a pound of 
stprete steak a Jelly glass full of beef juice. - 

The utensils necessary for the modification 
of milk at home’are a two quart graniteware 
‘pitcher, a graniteware funnel. a sixteen ounce 
@ilass. graduate, and a long graniteware 
Bpoon, feeding bottles, and in cases where the 
milk is to be pasteurized or sterilized an’ 


Arnold sterilizer. The best bottles used are . 


those that usually come with the Arnold 
sterilizer, holding eight ounces. Before using 
they should be washed inside and out thor- 
oughiy with soap and water. rinsed and 
boiled. The nipples should be of the plainest 
kind, boiled once a day for ten minutes, and 
washed efter each nursing with hot water. 
The hole in the nipple should be of sufficient 
size so that when the bottle is turned upside 
down the milk will drop the 
nipple. 


Here it might be wail to anni about the 
sterilizer and its uses. If absolutely pure’ 
milk can be obtained it is not advisable to. 
sterilige milk. By sterilization we mean the. 
heating of the milk to.212 degrees Fahr. and 
continue for a sufficient length of time to kill 
the germs. It isa well known fact that while 
We accomplish this result at the same time. 
it destroys certain qualities of the milk which . 
are essential for the nourishment of the child, 
and if children are fed upon sterilized milk 
for a considerable length of time it is apt 
to cause scurvy or rickets. To be sure there 
are times when we cannot get ure milk, and 
again in summer among the rer classes, 
evon if they get the pure milk, they are unable 
to Keep it cool until it is used. In these cases 
We are obliged to sterilize the milk. An- 
other less-objectionablé method is to pas- 
feurize the milk. By this we mean to heat 
he milk to a temperature of 167 degrees 
and maintain this’ temperature for 
twenty minutes. This destroys a great many 
of the germs in the milk and does not have 
quite as bad results on the nourishing quali- 
ties as sterilization does. 
Either of these methods can be carried out 
in an ordinary Arnold's sterilizer, the steril- 
rei being done by leaving both covers on 
and the. pasteurizing by taking = outside 
cover of. 

A sterilizer can be improvised ont of any 
commpn kitchen boiler with a cover on by 
putting. two or three inches of water in the 
bottem-and standing the bottles in so that 
the steam. fising from the water wil] sur- 
ronfid the bottles—they could he stood upon 
® tin pan. for instance, inside of a ham 
Boller or wash boiler. 

If fossible,.{t.is well to avoid either pas- 
teurizing or sterilization.

The first thing to do is to dissolve the six 
and one-half even tablespoonfuls of milk 
sugar in the distilled water, after boiling for 
a minute or two strain through a funnei, into 


' which a small piece ‘of cotton has been put, 


into the pitcher, then add the milk and cream, 
barley water and lime water, and a small 
amount of salt, all of which should be thor- 
oughly mixed. The food is then divided into 
six. bottles‘ which are then stopped with cot- 
ton. These should be allowed to stand fora 
few moments in cold running water, then put 
in “an ice box. watore feeding heat as di- 
rected. 

If it is necessary to pasteurize or sterilize 
the milk, as soon as it is mixed it is put into 
the sterilizer in the bottles and on removal is 
cooled in the same manner. It is much better 

to mix in this way the feedings for the whole 
day than to attempt.to mix each feeding 
separately. 


Based* upon the anaes and quality of 
mother’s milk, schedules have n made 
classifying the percentage of the Ingredients 
at the different ages, the number of ounces 
to be given at each feeding, and the number 
of feedings to be given in twenty-four hours.

observation ota a physician. 


The main object of th this article is to give 
a general idea of how to mix modified milk 
at home, providing the mother has been 
given instruction by her physician as to the 
proper ingredients. Another point that 
should be «emphasized is that a healthy in- 


fant during the first year, if not brought up * 


on the breast, should have modified mélk for 
the first six months. After then until the 
ninth month simply add barley or some other 
starehy food, and from the ninth month on 
beef juice or orange juice can be given in 
addition. 

After the first two or three teeth appear it 
is allowable to give a child a crust of bread, 
a plece of toast, or a cracker, as ail of the 
starchy food that is really necessary ts add- 
ed to the milk. It would be better on the 
whole not to give any of these things at all 
than to do as is done in many cases where 
children are allowed too many varieties of 
food. 


The following table gives the percentages 
and the amount of each ingredient to be used. 
When modifying milk for a child 3 to 7 days 
and ‘for a child 1 to 3 months of age, or a 
child 6 to9 months of age, the amount figured 
on is forty-eight ounces in each case, which 
would equal eight feedings of six ounces 
each:

Never rock 
the child during or after feeding. When the

Bacon, but one student from Northwestern university trans- 
posed it to the Shakspearean before she credited it to Shaks- 
peare. In most cases the quotation was recognized as from

the young to delve into the uncanny and the morbid of litera- 
ture. Certainly no child ever read under favorable condi- 
tions this poem of Coleridge’s without falling under its spell. 
At the same time it is hard to believe that the same child, 
hearing the “ Battle Hymn of the Republic” could after- 
ward so far forget as to ascribe its authorship to the bible, 
or to fail, as dozens of others did, to make even a guess as 
to its origin. 

The expression, ‘I am escaped by the skin of my teeth,”’ 
was considered one of the dffficult catch quotations from the 
bible. It was answered correctly by six students from North- 
western university, two ascribing it to Job in particular, 
while two pupils in the University of Chicago High school 
identified it as holy writ. 

Considered as class tables in general, the returns from 
the University of Chicago High school show a better knowl- 
edge of literature in general than of literature of the bible, 
allowing for the fact that only seven bible selections were 
taken in contrast to the twenty-three lay quotations. 

The School of Education of the University of Chicago mars 
its correctness in distinguishing bible texts. by naming an 
unusual number of literary quotations as coming from the 
Same source. To find only four texts and name nine others 
wrongly is a bad showing—worse than failing to distinguish 
a single bible line and finding six lay quotations. 


Few Knew All Bible Texts. 


. 4s to Northwestern university's showing in its table, the 
lowest biblical count is two, while the same individual has 
five literary points to his credit. In the same class, however, 
two of the four who have perfect scores on biblical texts 
have only five credits each on the lay selections. 

The best work of any individual in any school is the 
identification of the seven biblical texts, together with thir- 
teen of the literary lines’ and two errors in the total of 
twenty-two answers. The highest number of answers at- 
tempted by any individual was twenty-five, showing twelve 
literary answers and the seven bible answers correct, but 
with six errors in the marking. 3 

In view of the certainty that not one literary adult in 
10,000 could have answered every question correctly in the 
full sense of the term, the showings of these schools may 
be considered fairly good. At the least they will not disap- 
point Dr. Remsen greatly In any case. 


University of Chicago High School. . 


Dr. H..H. Belfield of the University of Chicago High 
school always has been an advocate of the use of the bible 
in the schools if for no other purpose than to put before.the 
growing generation its well of pure English. “ 

“ Anything that will cause the young people to turn to the 
book of books in any spirit must be to their advantage,” 
said the doctor as he received a bunch of proofs of Tue 
SUNDAY TRIBUNE'S quotations.. “ Without question there is 


'@ lack of knowledge of the scriptures among the young peo- 


ple of today. I have seen it here in the schools, as I have 
seen it everywhere else in schools. 

“I have always said that the bible might be presented 
to students in the schools without the least pressure upon 
them to believe one way or another. As literature it cannot 
be left out without loss. It should be read at least as any 
other history, leaving the student to think for himself. But 
if it is not to be a text book in the schools, the whole stu- 
dent body should be urged to look into it in their own time 
and take advantage of its literature.”’ | i 

Dr. Belfield was not at all enthusiastic as to the outcome 
of the answers, but he was willing to submit’ the list of 
quotations with a keen interest. The thirty-six slips dis- 
tributed in the school went to the fourth year class with a 
time limit for answering of just twelve minutes. Indiyid- 
ually and collectively these papers returned to Tuz SuNDAY 
TRIBUNE are a study, representing as they do an unexpected 
tax upon the memories of the students, with only twenty- 
four seconds to a question.

twenty-six were unable to mark a single bible quotation, that 
eight others could point out only one each, while another 
five could pick only two each from the seven bible verses 
on the lists. 

Yet two of these pupils who could make no certainty of 
a single bible text answered six questions each in the lit- 
erary miscellany, while the two who made the record of six 
bible quotations out of the seven could mark only seven and 
four respectively of the literary selections, The largest num- 
ber of quotations marked on any list was eighteen, and the 
persons making them found four bible texts and failed on 
every other point in the eighteen. 

The analysis of these answers shows several features 
that appear to be common to the pupils of the class. For 
instance, twenty-five out of the thirty-one competitors were 
able to name the source of the lines from the “ Rhyme of 
the Ancient Mariner,” though Coleridge was spelled in half 
a dozen ways and the authorship of the poem was credited 
to several other men, Again, one of the seemingly easiest 
quotations for the class was from the “ Battle Hymn of the 
Republic,” but eleven students credited it to the bible, only 
twelve could place its authorship, while eight made no at- 
tempt to hame it. One student who did come near enough 
to be counted wrote “Glory Hallejah” after the lines; one 
of those counted out called it the “ Star Spangled Banner.” 

One of the selections most commonly attributed to the 
bible is thé line from, the “Sentimental Journey ’—‘ He 
tempers the wind to the’ shorn lamb.”

In the University High school as a whole, howéver, the 

tables show a marked lack of knowledge of bible literature. 
Result at Northwestern University. . 

Dr. Thomas Franklin Holgate of the Northwestern unl- 
versity, dean of the College of Liberal Arts, was interested 
enough to distribute thirty of Tus SunpDay TRipune’s siips 
to a class in literature where the average age of students was 
21 years. Only ten minutes’ time was given to the answer- 
ing of the questions, but in that ten minutes it was demon- 
strated that somewhere between te high school ages and 
the maturity of 21 years there is a disposition for the stu- 
dent to delve into the literature of the bible. . 

There was no failure on the part of any student to find 
at least two bible quotations. The lowest record was the 
naming of two texts from the bible, while out of the total 
of thirty students four of them found every text and eight 
found six texts each. 

But, oddly enough, eighteen pupils fixed upon the line, 
“ He tempers the wind to the shorn lamb,” as having come 
from the bible; of the four who named every bible quota- 
tion.correctly three gave credit to the bible for the line, and 


Six students credited . 


of the eight who found six of the bible texts, six named 
the bible as the source of the proverb. Just one pupil, evi- 
dently a young woman, gave the correct answer, attributing 
it to Sterne’s “‘ Sentimental Journey.” 

Contrasting with the high school class, no one failed to 
mark the lines from the “ Battle Hymn of the Republic.” 
One named it as “ Marching Through Georgia,” and another 
calling it the “Battle Hymn of the Republic,” ascribed the 
authorship to Mrs. Hemans. 

That “it is not good for man to be alone” @ young woman | 
attributed to “ Longfellow’s ‘Miles Standish,” an idea from 
the bible.” 

From the University of Chicago High school three-fourths 
of the pupils marking slips avoided the line, “ A Daniel come 
to judgment.’ The other fourth, however, answered cor- 
rectly. Oddly enough, from the older students from North- - 
western university four papers were marked opposite the line: 
“From the Book of Daniel.” 

One of the Northwestern pupils “ bit” at the catch para- . 
graph from Revelations beginning, “To the angel of the 
church in Philadelphia, write: The answer of this stadent 
was: “‘From the Mormon Revelations!” To the other line 
with two authorships—‘‘All is not gold that glisters’’—the uni- 
versal credit given to Shakspeare for the line was tempered 
by the student’s note: “All that glisters is not gold.” The 
first arrangement of the line is from Bacon, while in giving 
credit to Shaaspeare this one writer makes the change con- 
forming it to the text of “The Merchant of Venice.” 

The best individual paper submitted shows twenty-five 
answers attempted, covering every bible text and missing only 
five of the literary quotations. On the showings made, the 
lines from the “ Ancient Mariner” are better known to the 
class than any other in literature, for not one failed to name 


its authorship. 


At the School of Education. 


It was reserved for the school of education class in the 
University of Chicago to make some changes In the order of 
things connected with the contest. Most of those competing 
received the impression that simply to mark the bible texts 
“ Bible,” and to write “Out of it” for the selections not 
identified with the Testaments. 

One student attained the maximum of seven in the pick- 
ing out of the bible texts and confused ro other quélations 
with the scriptures. Two others who picked out the seven 
texts added respectively five and two of the other selections 


to bible authorsaip. The worst case of individual ignorance — 


of the bible showed four texts identified, while nine other 
literary quotations were credited to the same source: Con- 
sidered from the point of view of accurate answerings, how- 
ever, the pupil who identified six biblical quotations and con- 
fused no others with the same authority may be counted best 
in this school's list. 

Sixteen papers were returned to Tue Sunpar TRIBUNE 
by Prof. Wilbur 8. Jackman of the school. Four of these 
students who answered in line with the rest of the classes 
in the contest have fair records to their credit, three finding 
five texts each and one finding the total of seven.

Avoid Too Much Credit. 


The philosophic trend of Mr. Lawrence’s 
mind, and its striking resemblance to the’ 
Mr. Rockefeller’s code of ethics, are shown 
in the following extracts culled from his 
letters and diary: 

**I adopted the rule always to have prop- 
erty, after my second year’s business, to 
represent at least 40 per cent more than I 
owed. This caution saved me from ever 
getting embarrassed. If it were more gen- 
erally adopted we. should see fewer failures 
in business. Excessive credit is the rock 
on which so many businessmen are broken.”’ 

Like Mr. Rockefeller, Amos Lawrence bor- 
rowed money from his father. The elder 
Lawrence had to mortgage his farm to pro- 
cure the amount needed, $1,000. Of this loan 
Mr. Lawrence wrote: 

“The review of this transaction’ always 
calls up the deep feeling. of my heart: My 
honored father brought to me the $1,000 and 
asked me to give him my note for it. I told 
him he did wrong to place himself in a situa- 
tion to be made unhappy if I lost the money. 
He told me he guessed I wouldn't lose it, and 
I gave him my note.”’ 


Rarely Haggle Over Prices. 


Then the dry goods clerks like men for 
another reason: They are more generous 
than women. They rarely haggle over prices 
and they are easily persuaded to buy the 
higher priced articles. This greater gen- 
erosity is probably nothing but false pride 
disguised under a fair sounding name, but it 
pleases the salespeople just as much as the 
nobler quality. Many women count on this 
pride in their husbands, and when they want 
to be extravagant in the matter of a hat ora 
parasol they inveigle their husbands into go- 
ing with them to select it. When a woman 

nts to be economical she goes shopping 
ithout her husband or brother. 

Perhaps the secret of the superior behavior 
of men in the dry goods stores is that they 
feel out of place there. Most men act as if 
they were ashamed to be caught in. a de- 
partment store. You often see them glance 
consciously out of the corners of their eyes, 
mop damp foreheads, and blush and stammer 
when they try to tell the clerks what they 
want. At such times women feel avenged 
for men’s criticism of their awkwardness in 
bagks and other places of similar business. 
Men, feeling a little embarrassed and out 
of their element, in fact, ata disadvantage, 
as a bachelor does holding his first nephew,

Polygamy Due to Local Causes. 

“As, to the other condition, where the 
woman had more than one husband, the arid 
wastes that allowed the husbandman‘to live 
only by the hardest toil and the severest. 
hardships were of a condition which brought 


more malé children to the household than of . 


females. The point of the philosophy is that 
the woman has need of more nourishment 
than has the normal man, and that anything 
interfering with the nutrition of the race 
serves to di h the number of female 
children. 

“In Tibet today we have the surviving 
institution of polyandry. There in the sterile 
soil and in the barren mountain tops women 
are found with more than one husband. 
There, as in other countries where polyandry 
has existed, the women are fewer than the 
men. The woman's husbands in most 
cases are brothers, and, along tlie line of 
reasoning pursued by Dusing, we find the 
men having the one wife in common for the 
reason that they cannot afford monogamy; 
simply eking out existence, they sal the one 
housekeeper to be economical. in contrast 
with the patriarch who found every addition- 
al wife. a source of profit to his wuxiness. 

**In spite of this reasoning, however, the 
pursuit of the subject of the marriage state 
convinces one that monogamy was the first 
and proper condition of primeval man. 
Polygamy and polyandry were aberrations 
that came much later in his history, growing 
out of complexities in his life and his more 
developed ideas of property and living. 


Polygamy Necessary to Mormonism. 

“Polygamy in Utah, rather than being a 
natural condition, was written as a religious 
tenet and observed as such in the beginning. 
But the persecutions of that body because of 
plural wives and the driving of the church 
to the barren west brought about economic 
conditions that made polygamy to some ex- 
tent a practical necessity. Once settled on 
the shores of Salt lake there is no doubt that 
Brigham Young found a profitable condition 
in the possession of his many wives.”’ 

Perhaps oddly enough to some of the wor- 
shipers of the founders of this republic, Prof. 
Howard has discovered in the colonial history 
of New England the natural precursers of all 
those cénditions which the reformer and the 
economist of the present are. picking to 
pieces. He insists, however, that Connecti- 
cut was not all responsible for laxity in di- 
voroe regulations in all New Engiand., 

** That state has suffered from the charge,” 
he said, but. after close investigations into 
the history of its laws I have found them to 
be both tolerant and just in the light of the 
times. In this latter part of the seventeenth 
century the whole of New England was 
affected by this looseness of the marriage 
laws and the,ease with which divorces could 
be secured. There had been a revulsion 
against the high church of England with 
reference to the marriage ceremony and the 
Puritan gave absolute direction and regula- 
tion of the marriage contract into the hands 
of the state. In 1792 the absolute dissolution 
of wedlock was possible because of gen- 
eral incompatibility of temper, and for seven 
other specific reasons. 

“In all of this time in colonial New Eng- 
land it stood alone in these loosenesses re- 
garding the wedded state. The southern 
colonies of Maryland, Virginia, North and 
South Carolina, and Georgia stood alone 
against divorce, holding the English laws in 
abeyance, with the middle colonies occupy- 
ing a middle ground between the north and 
south. But after the Declaration of Inde-

pendence and the framing of the constitution 
these southern colonial states went further 
than any of the rest in marriage and divorce 
excesses. I have in my possession a docu- 
mentary piece of paper whereby twenty-one 
couples in one of these states were divorced 
in half a dozen lines of a legislative enact- 

These legislative decrees’ were without 
consulting the courts.on the basis of statutes. 
The persons seeking divorce appeared before 
the legislative assembly and through the in- 
troduction and passage of a bill they were 
freed of the bonds of wedlock.”’ 


Result of Four Years’ Work. 


Prof. Howard has made one of the most 
exhaustive of examinations of the laws of 
marriage and divorce in the United States. 
Four years have been spent in the search of 
these statute books and in the tracing of 
etatutes back until the time of the revolu- 
tion. All this work and the conclusions 
from it have been put into a mere one chap- 
ter of the book under the heading, “4 Cen- 
tury and a Quarter of Divorce slats. in 
the United States,’ issued by 'nwersity 
of Chicago press. A great deal,of manu- 
ecript material was dug out of Suffolk and 
Middlesex counties in Massachusetts, the 
one containing Cambridge city and the other 

. Boston. In the writing of.the three octavo 
volumes of this ““History of Matrimonial In- 
stitutions,’’ Prof. Howard has acquired for 
his library, at heavy expense, several hun- 
dred ‘volumes, and monographs, and official 
papers. 

‘This work, which he is preparing to put 
into the hands of readersina short time, was 
inspired by an almost chance investigation 
into some of the local laws of New England. 
Here the relation of these lawe to the state 
of matrimony was so pronouncedly interest- 
ing that he took up this work of years. 

Out of his investigations, in addition to 
some of the ills of the wedded state, he has 
decried the common law marriage that has 
been so prolific of some of these ills. He 
points the fact that so many states have 
failed of the effort to abolish this form of 


marriage for the reason that they have not’ 


put into the statutes the “ words of nullity ” 
declaring that “all other marriages are 
void.” 


Prof. Howard’s Record as Scholar. 


Prof. Howard was born in Saratoga, N. Y., 
and received his degree of B. A. from the 
University of Nebraska in 1876. In thesame 
year he went to the Universities of Munich 
and of Paris, studying Roman history for two 
years. Returning to this country he was 
chosen professor of history in the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska, where he remained for 
thirteen years. While in the university he 
was secretary of the State Historical So- 
clety of. Nebraska and put the institution 
on a solid basis. , 

From Nebraska he went to Leland Stan- 
ford university as the head of the depart- 
ment of history, holding that position until 
1001, when the shaking up of that insti- 
tution made his resignation seem to him 
inevitable. He was one of the prominent 
figures in that convulsion in the school and 
was one of the first to leave it. 

His “Local Constitution of the United 
States ” is his first ambitious effort, issued 
from the Johns Hopkins university press 
in 1889 and since that time recognized as an 
authoritative treatment of the subject. In 
addition to his minor writings, he is editor 
and author of several hundred articles on 
the subject, “‘ Modern English History and 
Biography,” in the new International En- 
cyclopedia. He has given special courses of 
lectures at Cornell university and at the 
University of Wisconsin since: leaving Le- 
land Stanford. At the. present time he is 
connected with the department of history 
at the University of Chicago.

When sixty feet away he oe 
ered his head with an unsounded challenge, 
and, as his head was bended low, the hunter 
Grew bead at the point between the ears, 
and, taking a long breath, gently pressed 
the trigger. 

Slowly. as the mountain Pine begins to 
fall under the woodman’s ax, Old Mose 
the terror of all, man and beast alike, be- 
gan to settle down. Slowly, slowly, with 
beither sound nor quiver, the massive 
Save up his life as he had lived it, in blood 
and violence. He met his death with honor, 
Willing to the last to measure his great 
Strength and cunning in mortal combat with 
that of the hunter who dared to stand be- 
fore him and dispute his reign.

Terrible Revenge on Hunter. 

Jake Ratcliffe, an ol time bear hunter, 
camped on his trail for years and years, In 
1886, with a party of hunters, he got on Old 
Mose’s trail. For ten days they followed 
fresh sighs all thetime. Up in a rough gulch 
on Tallahassee Ratcliffe found his den, and 
while peering down into the box gulch fell. 
In a second Old Mose came out of the rocks, 
twenty-five feet away, and charged the in- 
truder. 

Ratcliffe fired his Old Henry. He was un- 
able to load and fire again. The bear took 
one fell swoop of his fron arm and paw and 
Ratcliffe fell to the ground, his scalp torn 
completely from his head and five gashes 
down his back, stripping the flesh from the 
bones. He fell fainting and Old Mose walked 
away. 

When he revived he began to call and his 
companion heard him, but, unfortunately, 
so did the bear, and with another rush he 


was upon his victim and began his murder. 3 


Ratcliffe was cuffed and bit until he was a 
mass of broken bones and «mutilated flesh. 
Old Mose hit the trail, and When the huntérs 
found their friend they gave wp all thought 
of the-bear. The last words he uttered were: 
“ Boys, don’t hunt that bear.”’ 


Credited with Three Other Murders. 

James Asher, another old time hunter, met 
the sameé fate as Ratcliffe several years later 
and in almost the identical manner. 
' On Cameron mountain a skeleton was 
found with a rusty rifle beside it, and Old 
Mose was credited with the death. Last 
summer a skeleton was found on Thirty- 
Nine-Mile mountain, that of a cowboy, the 
boots and spurs were beside the bones, 
and as this was the stamping ground of this 
mammoth he was duly oredited with the 
murder. 

Among the well known hunters who have 
trailed Old Mosé are D. F. Waterhouse, Dai 
De Weese, Ira Carrier, Dan Hall, Joe Hall, 
ee Talbot, H. N. Beecher, and scores of 
others.

- Yrailed by Cinnamon Bear. 

A strange thing comes to light with th 
passing of the king. There hes been f£ - 
ing in his wake of murder a cinnamon bear 
that, measured from the reach on their sev- 
eral rubbing posts, showed but a difference 
of eight inches in this cinnamon’s height and 
that of the dead bear. This bear has never 
consorted with the old bandit, but has care- 
fully followed him and taken the léavings. 
But never have their trails crossed; Mr. Cin- 
rnemon has invariably been in the rear.

Chicago’s St. Louis Loan Pictures. 


HETHER or not one is going to the 
W show under the big tent few disdain 

to catch even from a side street a 

fleeting and partial glimpse of the 
street parade. So whether one may or not 
see the exposition this summer there is a 
chance to cast a glance at some of its beauty 
displayed at the Art institute. It is the art 
loan of Chicago, and if taken in time one 
may behold ohe of the finest collections of 
pictures to be seen in the United States. 


Only at any moment word may come from ’ 


St. Louis, when, like the stage pageant at the 
end of a theatrical engagement, it will vanish 
from the room which it now makes fairly 
luminous. 

To begin, there are two characteristic ex- 
amples of the work of Puvis ée Chevannes. 
To one who has never seen the famous walis 
of the Paris Sorbonne, this offers an oppor- 
tunity to understand the chaste and lofty 
beauty of this artist's work; a far better op- 
portunity than its popular reproduction. 
For the exquisite coloring has much to do 
with what one fs tempted to call the spiritual 
effect of his decorations. ‘‘ The Christian 
Inspiration,” from the seriousness of its 
subject, gives the best idea of the Sorbonne 
decorations, where St. Genevieve, by the 
power of her faith, saved in a terrible strait 
the people of Paris and in these later days 
has furnished a glorious theme for the il- 
lumination of the city’s walls. 

Zorn’s great picture of Arthur Caton, the 
property of thé Chicago club, is here, and 
well hung. For any man to have his por- 
trait painted after this fashion is a liberal 
education, for the artist sums up the sub- 
ject’s possibilities. 

“All I could never be, 

All men ignored in me,” 
is here put down and made clear. And how 
subtle, and clever, and historically valuable 
it is! Only a portrait painter? Only a 
psychologist. Only a biographer and poet, 
as well as consummate mechanic. Note the 
light side of the face. You'll find littlein the 
portrait gallery of the Uffizi ‘that will go 
ahead of that. The picture was painted for 
the club when Mr. Caton was its president, 
and in acknowledgment of the hospitality 
of the club Zorn charged but $3,000, instead 
of the $5,000 usually received for his full 
length portraits. It was so successful that 
Mr. Caton’s family began negotiations for it 
with the artist, offering the full price. ‘‘No," 
he replied. “I can’t dp that. The picture 
was done for the club and belongs to them.” 
This accords with the generous temper of 
an artist who has given his greatest statue— 
that of the national hero, Gustavus Vasa—to 
the little town of Mora, where he lives, and 
has done much else for the general improve- 
ment of the place. 

There are but few other portraits. Indeed, 


few could be hung profitably in the same 


room ‘with this by Zorn. Two by Raeburn— 
last century painted Walter Scott, Dugald 
Stuart, George IV., and othersare fair 
specimens of an earlier order. Though only 
the work of a Frenchman, Scotchman, and 
Swede has been mentioned, Chicago picture 
buyers have not overlooked Inness and 
Whistler. There are three Innesses dated 
for each of the years 1882, '93,and’S4. They 
are a delight, a positive apotheosis of 
landscape painting. Whistler's ‘‘ Nocturne’”’ 
repays all the time spent in studying its most 
delicate contrasts. There is also a Meison- 
nier, a Troyon, and a Rosetti. It was not of 
this one probably that, when Rosetti showed 
him a sonnet at the same time, Whistler 
said: “‘ Frame the sonnet instead of Rosetti.” 
A portrait of the violinist, Joachim, by Watts 
offers another great opportunity, not often 
enjoyed, of seeing a portrait by this great 
English painter, who, being ih his 85th year, 
is not likely to paint many more. 

The business men of Chicago have recently 
been lectured for their failure to improve 
themselves by using libraries and picture 
galleries. But the exhibition of the art works 
mentioned, and as many more at the insti- 
tute, proves thatif they do not improve them- 
selves they at least try to improve their fel- 
low citizens by buying such pictures, gener- 
ously exhibiting them, and doing the city 
honor at St. Louis even to the risk involved of 
packing and sending such valuable can- 


vases. 


Foreign Artists in Chicago. . 
HE Dutch are adding Chicago to thels 
Holland possessions, or. at least that 
portion of the city addicted to art. 
Picture men have “ lunched” Bloom- 
ers and Neuhuys. They and their wives 
are at studio “ teas,” at “ Little Room ”™ re- 
ceptions, and at big room dinners. And@ the 
foreign language so tantalizing in being like 
English in sound an@ un-English in mean- 
ing is in evidence at many art resorts, while 
their pictures are seen in the choicest places 
and the best lights. How much alike they 
all are! How little was left for them when 
Israels got through! His admirable home 
scenes were much in evidence at the Chi- 
cago world’s fair. The family about the din- 
ner table. The cat always at the front. All 
eating except the mother, who was serving, 
with little prospect of there being anything 
left for her. The man with hat on head, eat- 
ing without looking up. All homely, but all 
human! The “short and simple annals of 
the poor,” told by a clever brush, have made

Holland homes like those he has depicted. 
Variations upon this theme are “ thicker 
than spatter,”’ the baby appearing in most of 
them. Often he is “ boxed,"* not like the com- 
pass or by the parent’s hand, but for his 
security. More. often he, too, is refreshing 
himself, and they “ reckon ill who leave him 
out.”” He is the stamp, the hallmark, of a 
genuine Dutch interior. AH others are spuri- 
ous and are turned to the wall. 

These international visits were reinforced 
by “New Art” Lalique on a fiying visit. 
For time is fleeting with “ L/Art Nouveau.” 


» It.must be served up fresh and hot every day, 


“ all out of thé carver’s brain.” So monsieur

American-Japamese Art. 

ROM time to time chartming bits of bloek 
printing in the Japanése manner by an 
American hand come from Tokio. There 
are alluring groups of Japanese chil- 

dren, quaint figures in lovely costumes, and 
little Japs thrilling with the flerce spirit of 
war. They are the work of Helen Hyde, a San 
Francisco girl, who, charmed by the Chinese 
children of her native city, began drawing 
them. In time she transferred her interest 
to the Japanese, and went there to study. 
She does her delicate printing with her own 
hands, sometimes pulling off as many as 200 
imprints from one set of blocks, each fre- 
quiring the nicest care in the coloring and 
adjustment. In addition to this exquisite 
mechanical work, the pictures, drawing, and 
color are fine, and the whole exceedingly 
decorative. One of her recent prints takes 
its title from the well known hymn, “ Onward 


Christian Soldier,” though the treatment is ~ 


not especially evangelical. A Japanese boy, 

processional and fine in warlike robe, lifts his 
feet as though to the sound of fierce martial 
music. The procession is skillfully indi-, 
cated by the foot and elbow of a sécond of 
these “infantry” appearing at the side of 
the picture, which is called ** Marching as 
to War.”

Of the two the 
scenes in Holland are better. The charm 
which every one expects from Venetian 
scenes is not there. The title, “ Gondola Re- 
pair Shops,” promises a delightful bit of 
romantic truth; instead we have a huddle of 
ugly confusion. Mr. Paulus is a pative of 
Detroit, has won honors aboard, and had 
three portraits in the salon this year. Paul 
Seguin Bertault, exhibiting in this gallery, is 


another portrait painter who has turned bis | 


attention to landscape and garden pictures. 
He has painted portraits in Chicago, among 
them one of R. Hall McCormick, but this is 
the first time he has exhibited his smaller 
work. He may yet furnish a sculpture ex- 
hibit, as he has taken up that branch of art 
also. These diminutive pastels are of exqul- 


site delicacy, representing in color and pains- ~ 


taking detail what Henry James does in lan- 
guage. There are beautiful corners of the 
Luxembourg gardens, bits from Versailles, 
and moonlight scenes.

Servant Signs “Receipt” for Sewing 
Machine, but Master Interferes. 


HEN the master and mistress of the 
house had returned from a holiday 
visit to Michfgan there was a new 
sewing machine in the front hall.

The materials required for making the dress front 
shown in our {llustration are an eighth of a yard of silk velvet on the straight— 
black is preferable to color for contrast, but light shades, such as baby blue 
and pink, look dainty—three skeins of white filo floss silk, one skein of thick 
white floss silk, about five skeins of fine gold or silver thread, also a small 
Quantity of white goose down, and a piece of blackboard chalk. 

It is impossible to use a transfer in the ordinary way for this work, and the only 
satisfactory method is to carefully chalk on the design. First draw design on paper and 
lay it over velvet; next prick it well over the lines, then powder the paper with chalx 
You may now remove the paper, and the design will be 
visible on velvet in white pin pricks, but to render permaneft for working upon trace 
Of course, a good draftswoman can draw the design on 
Velvet direct, but the less skilled qill find the pricked paper plan a good one. Even

Next take five pieces of gold thread the length and a half again of the nel 
‘stem in design, plait it in Grecian plait, and when plaited carefully draw saa es tn 
ome end through the velvet from front to back with a fine crochet hook,, bei gs careful 
| not to injure the gold thread, and fasten some of the other ends, leaving the rest for 
filigree work. Now attach with invisible stitches the plait to chalked line stem. Then 
tack the down, tacking each one by quill, and sewihg securely with 100 sewing cotton 
to the boll of flower, as in photo. Take care to use enough quills to give a full, fluffy 
appearance as of a thistle in full ‘seed, and clip with embroidery scissors to form shape 
as in nature. Then with the thick floss silk work the boll of flower in satin stitch. 
The ends left for filigree work should be carefully couched to resemble tiny tendrils 


The stems of flowers ghould be of gold thread couched with silk, the leaves outlined 
in both thick and thin gold silk. One side of the inside of leaf is sprinkled with French 


For the center flower take gold thread and make five chain with a fine steel hook; 
this will need care, lest the hook spoil the thread. Join it, and do one single crochet ana 
one chain, and repeat until a tiny disk is formed of about a quarter of an inch across. 
Then sew the down in a round on-the velvet and attach the disk in the éenter. 

For the insertion you will require some good ripbon velvet about three inches wide, 
upon which trace a scroll design in. same manner as ‘for the front. Then, with two 
threads of filo floss, work in herringbone atitch the entire seroll. Th 
threads of gold and couch them with one thread of filo floss, as seen tn 
being careful that both gold threads are perfectly flat;
